No body could except againſt the Afetter of the Teſt it ſelf, much leſs the 
Nobility, who had generatly taken it upon account of their ſeveral Truſts in 
the Militia Sothat the only Debate was, Whrether the very Propoſal &&F it, 
2s a Quafication for a Right to fit in Parliament, «were not a Breach of the 
fundamental Right of Peerage * And after ſome Debates upon the Point of 
Peerage it was, without eyer entring into the Merits of the Caule it ſelf, thrown 
out by an wnimew Vote of the Houſe, April 21. 1675, Before the putting of 
the Queſtion, this RFOTESTATION is entred.

We, whoſe Names are underwritten, being Peets of this Realm, do according 
to over Rights, andebe ancient Uſage of Parliaments, deelare, That the Queſtion 
baving been pur, Whether the Bill, entituled An AG to prevent the Dangers which 
may ariſc from Perſons diſaffeted to the Government, does ſo far entrench upon 
the Privileges of ehis Houſe, that it ought therefore to be caſt ont, it being reſolved 
..in the Negative, We de bumbly conceive, That any Bill which impoſeth an Oath 
«ponthe Peers with « Penalty, 4s this doth, That upon the refuſal of that Oath they 
ſhall be wade uncapable of ſitting and voting in this Houſe : 4s it is 4 thing un- 
prefidented in former Times, ſo s it in our humble Opinion the higheſt Invaſion of the 
Liberties and Privileges of the Pecrage that poſſible may be, and moſt deftrudtive

But the Debate was kept up many days, till at laſt, April 302 1675. «

/Order'd by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament aſſembled; That 
no Oath ſhall be impoſed by «ny Bill or atherwiſe, won the Peers with a Penalty 
in caſe of Refuſal ts loſe their Places and Votes in Parliament, or liberty of Debates 
therein ; and that this Order be added ro the flanding Orders of this Houſe. 

Secondly, It ought to be repealed, becauſe of irs diſhonourable Zirth and O-

its outward Quantity, andits retinue of Qualities. ft | 
© "This was the Riſe of Philoſephick,or Scholaflick Tranſubſlamiation, that the 
Quantity and Accidents of the Bread are pared off from all the Subſtance, and 
ſhaped and moulded a-tew, ſo as to cover an humane Body : Andafter this 
they run into an infinite Variety of Diſputes and Hypotheſes among'them- 
ſelves; ſothat till the laſt Age, ithath been. the chiefcntenaipment. at all pre- 
tenders to Philoſophy in Chriſtendom, © 2) 1 
Rupertus Abbot of Demſeh, a Village 'upotithe Rhine, lying on the other fide 
of the River, againſt the City of Cologne, a Man. of great reparation for 
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Learning in that Age, makes out the Philoſophy of the Thing, by the anion 
of the word, or Divine Nature, that ova s Auuerphag us for 
and it is that Unity (be ſays) that makes it one Body with that in Heaven: And 
withal , that it is 45 eaſie for our Saviour to aſſume, #1 unite himſelf to one as the 
other; and when that is done, they are both one Body ; becauſe they are both bis 
Bedy, This was fine and curious, but not Ariflotelian en.ugh for that Ago: 
in which that Philoſophy was ſer up as the Standard of bumane Wiſdom, by 
the Beaux Efprits: Among theſe, Petrw Abelardus gain*d a mighty Name 
and Reputation for his Skill in theſe new found Philoſaphick Curioſities, 
though otherwiſe a Man verſed (much beyapd the Genius of that ' Age) 
in polite Learning ; but being of a proud and aſſuming Nature, he Go 
drew upon himſelt the Envy of the leſs learned Monks; which coſt him & 
long ſcene of Troubles, as be hath elegantly deſcribed them, in kis Book of 
bis own Perſecutions, ber Gogul ws 

But among many ot arities to maintain the Separation of the Mat- 
ter from the Form, and the Subſtance from the Accidents in the Sacrament 
of the Altar, he is forced to make uſe of this ſhifre, That upon the Separa- 
tion of the Subſtance, the Accidents that cannot ſubſilt of themſelves, are ſup- 
ported by the Air. 

But then comes Peter Lombard, Anno 1140. Grand Maſter 
of the Sentences, and Father of the next Race of School-men, Libr. 4.

when he comes to explain the Afermer of it, whether it be = formal or

But it was agreed in all Schools, That whatever became of the Subſlance the 
Accidents remained : And that all outward Operations terminated there ; and 
that only they were broken and eaten, 

But as for the SubSance of the Bread and Fine, ſome were for its perma- 
nency with the Subſtance of the Body and Blood, ſome for its Annibilation, 
ſome for Phyſical Converſion. Bur then theſe Curioſities were kept in the Schools, 
where witty Men, for want of more uſctul Imployment, entertained- and 
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uncertain things , this 1 certainly know from Authorities, viz, That the 
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amuſed themſelves with theſe fide ſobcleties of thought : But then chey wete 
confined Within the Schools, ind nevet adiiiicred ſo rauch as to ark the Autho- 
ricy of the Church, | dcUagh 

In the next Age comts that young atid aRive Pope, Innocent the Third, 
who ſucceeded to the See, 4nho 1198, in the Thirty ſeventh year of his age, 
having been made Cardinal in the Twenty ninth. 

In res gran year of his Reign he ſummoned the famous Fourth or 

great Council of Lateras, at which were preſent above 400 Bilhops, Me- 
cropolitans and Patriarchs, befides Embaſſadors from all Princes in Chiiften- 
dom, for Recovery of the Holy Land, Extirpation of Herefies and for Re- 
formation of the Church, In this Council the word Trenſubſtantiate is firſt 
uſed in a Decree of the Church, to expreſs the real and ſubſtantial Preſence of 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt in the Sacrament, under the ſpecies of Bread and 
Wine: Where, in the Decree againſt the Herefie of tlie Albigenſes, #ho de- 
nied the Real Preſence, it is enacted, That the Body and Blood of Chrift are 
really contained under the ſpecies of Bread and Wine : The Bread being Tranſub- 
ſatiated into the Body, and the Wine into the Blood, by the Power of God. But 
though the Conncil uſed the word to exprefs the Myſtery, they did not fo much 
2s define its ſignification, much leſs the Nature of the thing, It was a word 
that at that time (it ſeems was in faſhion, having been made uſe of by funie of 
the more polite Writers of the Age. 

Some give the honour of the Invention to Paſchaſius Radbertus, ſome to Pe- 
t1w Bleſenſis, and ſometo others; bur being a word in Vogue among learned 
Men, the Council made uſe of it as a Term of Art, inſtead of the old wordy 
Tranſelementation, thit had hitherto kept its polieſfion among buth Greeks and 
Latins, 

It is pity the Greek Copy of this Canon is loſt, whereas all the reft are pre- 
ſerved: Forif we had the Greek word that anſwered to the Latin, it might have 
iven us ſome more light into the thing, However, this was all that was de- 

Ped by Inzocent the Third, or by the Council of Lateran; for it is much df. 
puted by learned Men, who was the Author of thoſe Canons, many contending 
that they were drawn up after the Council, becaufe they often quote, and appeal 
toits Decrees, 

This is the ehief Argument of the Learned and Loyal Williats Barclay, and 
others againſt them, But if theſe learned Men had conſidered a lictle further, 
and looked back to the Third Council of Lateran, they would have found all the 
Canons cited in this extant in thet : So that only ſome Canons of the Third 
Council, ere revived and ratified in this Fourth: And after the clearing of this 
ObjeRion, I can ſee no other material Fxception againftthem. . _ 

But to proceed ; this word having gain'd the Authority of ſogteata On 
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and into the Decretals of the Church, the Ninth, in ho- 
ef ack Innecows the Third, it ſoon xy xt; ulage among the 
Latins, and was adopted into the Catalogue of School Terms; and was there 
hammer*d into a thouſand faepes and forms, by thoſe Maſters of Subtlety: And 
upon it St, Themas of Aquin erects a new Kingdom of his own, againſt the old 
Lombardin Empire ; but long he had not reigned when Scotws, our ſubtle Coun- 
try-man, ſer up againſt bim. And whatever S:, Thema of 4quin afferted, for 
__— only, he contradicted him ; ſo that they two became the very Ceſar 
nd Pompey of the Schools, almoſt all the great Maſters of Diſputation from 
that time fighring under one of their Commands; and what intelligible Phi- 
loſophy both parties vented about the Subſtantial or Tranſubſtantial Preſence, 
upon ſuppoſition of the real difference between Matter and Form, Subſtance 
and Accidents, would be both too nice and too tedious to recite ; only in ge- 
neral the Thomifts maintain the Tranſmuzation of the Elements ; the Scoriffs 
the Awnibilation; and they proceed to abſtraRt ſo long, till they could noton+ 
ly ſeparate the Matter and Form, and Accidents of the Bread onN@anc- 
ther, but the Paneity or Breadiſhneſ it ſelf from them all, and founded a new 
Utepion World of Mctaphyſick and Specifick Entities and Abſtracts. 

Thus far I have, as briefly as I can, —— the Scholafick_Hifory of this 
Argument; in which the Authority of the Church is not at all concerned; 
having gone no farther than to aſſign or appropriate a Word to fignific fuch 
a thing ; but all along declaring the Thing it ſelf to be beyond the compaſs 
of a Definition, I know 'tis commonly ſaid, that the Council of Trent bath 
preſumed to define the Modw ; and learned Men (1 know not by what fatal 
over-light) take it up on truſt from one another ; and the Definition is'ge- 
nerally given in theſe Terms ; That, | 

Tranſubftantiation is wroughe by the Anvibilation of the Subſlance of the 
Bread and Wine, the Accidewrs remaining : To the which Annihilation fuc- 
ceeds the Body and Blood of Chrift, under the Accidents of Bread and 
Wine, . 

So the Biſhops of Durham and WincheRter repreſent it ; ſo Mr, Alix, and 
the Writers of his Church, and not only fo, but contrary ts the Senſe of all 
other Churches, they confound the Real Preſence with Tranſubſflantiation, as 
this learned Man hath done through his whole Diſpuration upon it, uſing the 
"_ words -promiſcyuouſly (as indeed all the modern Followers of Calyin do) 

charging the ſame abſurdities upon both, and impating the firſt Invention 
of the Real Preſence to Nicholas the Second, and Gregory the Seventh, in 
their Decreecs againſt Berengariue. But I cannot but wonder how fo. 
learned Men ſhould with ſo much aſſurance fange to themſelves ſuch a De- 
finition in the Trent Council, of the _ of Tranſubſiantiation, by the 
. 4 2 . Anni- 
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Annihilation of the Sabfaxce, and the Permanency of the Accidents, when the 
Fathers of that Council were ſo far from any ſuch Defign, That they delign'd: 
nothivg more carefully, than to avoid all Scholaſtick Definitions, The ſubtil 
—_— about the Modws exiftendi (as they termed ir) between the*Dominicaws 
and Franciſcans in that-Council are deſcribed at large by Father Paolo himſelf 
inthe Fourth Book of his Hiſtory, But withal, he ſays, they were e | 
ly Diſpleaſing and Offenſive to the] Fathers, but moſt of all to the 
CIO himſelf; and therefore it was reſolved in a General Congregatio 
termine the Matter in as few and general Terms as poffible, to offend 
Party, and ayoid Contentions; and when, notwithltanding this Decree, | 
fell into new Diſputes, they are check*d by the Famous Biſhop of Birante, who 
was one of the chief Compilers of the Canons, telling them they came. thi- 
ther to condemn Herelies, not to define Scholaftick Niceties. And accotd- 
ingly in the very Firſt Chapter of the 13th. Seffion, in which this Article was 
defined, when they determined the Real Preſence; they atthe ſame timede- 
clare.the Exiftend; Ratio to be ineffable; and in the 4th, Chapter, where 
Tranſubflantiation is decreed, the Canon runs thus : "Thar, 

By the Conſecration of the Bread and Wine, there is 4 Converſion of the 
whole Subſtance of the Bread into the Subſtance of the Body of Chrift, and of the 
whole Subſtance of the Wine into the Subſtance of bis Blood, which Con 
is fitly and properly called by the Holy Catholick, Charch , Tranſubſtantia- 
tion 


In all which the Council only appropriates the Word Tranſubfantiation ts 
expreſs the Real Preſence, which it had before determined inthe Firſt Chap- 
ter» not to be after a natural way of Exiſtence, as Chrift (its at the right Hand 
of God, but Sacramental, after an ineffable Manner. 

Though here ſome; peeviſhly objet, the Inconfiftence of the Conncil 
with it ſelf, when it declares, that the thing is inexpreſible, and yer ap- 
propriates a word to expreſsit: Whereas all Chriſtendom knows that the Pro- 
ceſſion of the Eternal Word from the Father is Ineffable, and yet is expreſſed 
by the Word Generatien; and that the Union of the divine and humane Na- 
ture is ineffabley and yet is called the Hypoſtatical Union ; and that the Unity 
in the Trinity is ineffable, and yet is exprefled by the Word Conſubſtanrial : 
So that this Council ſeems to have defin'd no more than the Council of Nice 
did in the Dodtrine of the Bleſſed Trinity, in expreſſing the Unity of the 
Three Perſons by the Word oors14, and the Diſtintion, by tte Word 
YnOZTASIZ, which amounted to no more than this, That as it is certain 
from the Holy Scriptures that in the Unity of the God head there is a Trini- 
ty, ſo the Holy Fathers to avoid the Niceties of contentious Men, ſuch as 


Atizs was,” determinethat for the Time to come the Myſtery ſhall be expret- 
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ſed by the Terms oMor214 and Ynog Tazix; bur as for any Philoſophical 
Notion of the Myſtery, the Church neyer preſum'd to define ir, and this is 
the Definition of the Council of Trent, of the Real Preſence, that there is a 
Converſion of the Subſtances under the Species or Appearances of Bread and 
= which the Church bath thought convenient to expreſs by the Word 
Tranſubſtantiation. 

And yet though the Council approve the Word, yet it does not impoſe 
ie, toaly declares it to be convenient, but no where ſays *ris neceſſary. And 
as for the Term Conyerfien, it is much older than the Word Tranſub- . 
Pantiation, familiarly ufed by the ancient Fathers ; and ſo is the Word Spe- 
cies: | know indeed it is uſual with School-men and Proteſtant Writers to 
tranſlate the Words under Species of Bread and Wine, by theſe Words, un- 
der the Accidents of Bread and Wine, as particularly the late Biſhops of Dur- 
bam and Winchefter bave done, But this is to impoſe Philoſophick Niceties 
upon the Decrees of the Church, 

And though perhaps all the Fathers of the Council believed the Reality of 
the New ſubſtantial Preſence under the Old Accidents, yet they had more 
Temper and Diſcretion than to Authoriſe it by conciliar Determination, and 
the uſe only the Word Species (and no other Word is uſed by Nichols II. 
Gregory VII, and Innecext III, that are thought the Three great Innovators 
in the Argument of the Real Preſence) that properly (Gignifies A bur 
nothing of Phyſical or Natural Reality, ſo that though the Preſence under the 
Species be real, yet as the Council bath defined it, itis not Natural but Sacr4- 
mental, which Sacramental Real Preſence they expreſs bythe Word Trayſub- 
flantiation, and recommend the Pcopriery of the Word to the Acceptance of 
Chriftendom. | p 

Thisis the ſhort Hiſtory of the Real Preſencein the Church of Rome, where; 
as far as I can diſcern, the thing it {elf hath been owned in all Ages of the 
Church, the Modw of it never defined, but in the Sc:ools, and though they 
have fanſied Thouſand Definitions to themſelves , their Meraphyficks were 
never admitted into the Church, And (o I proceed to give an Account of ity 
as it hath been defin'd in the Proteſtant Churches, where we ſhall find much 
the ſame Harmony of Faith, and Diſcord of Philoſophy, as in the Church of 
Rome, 

And firſt we muft begin with the famous Confeſſion of Auchurg, that was 
drawn up by Aelexibon, and in the Year 15 30, preſented to Charles the 
Fifth, by ſeveral Princes of Germany; as a Declaration of the Faith of the

| Astothe later, the Emperor undertook to procure a General Council, 

Asto the former, particularly this Article ot the Preſence'in the Sacrament, 

they have publiſhed it in two ſeveral forms: Jn the Latin Edition it is worded 

thus : Concerning the Lords Supper, we teach, That the Body and Blood o 

Chriſt are there preſent indeed, and are diſtributed to the Receivers at the Lords 

Supper ; and condemn thoſe that teach otherwiſe. Inthe German Edition it is 

worded thus: Concerning the Lords Supper we teach, That the true Body and 

Blood of Chriſter truly preſent in the Supper, under the ſpecics of Bread and 

Wine, and are there diſtributed and received. And in an Apology written by 

the ſame hand, and publiſhed the Year following, it is thus expreſſed : We 

believe, That in the Supper of our Lord, the Body and Blood of Chrift ave real- 

ly and ſubſtantially preſent, and are Exhibited indeed with thoſe things, that 

are ſeen, the Bread and Wine. This belief our Divines conflantly maintain, and 

we find, not only the Church of Rome bath aſſerted the Corporeal Preſence, but + 

that the Greek Church bath anciently, 4s well 45 at this time, aſſerted the ſame ; 

46 appears by their Canon Miſlz, 
The lame Author Explains himſelf more at largein his Epiſtle to Fredevicus 

Mycenim. I ſend you (ſays he) the paſſages out of the Ancients concerning vbe 

Lord's Supper, to prove, that they beld the ſame with w ; namely, That the 

Boily and Blood of our Lord are there preſent indeed. And after divers Cita- 

tions he concludes, That ſecing this is the expreſs Dodrine ef the Scriptures, 

and conſtant Tradition ef che Church, 1 cannot conceive how, by the nawe of 

the Body of Chriſt, ſhould only be underflead the (ign of .an ablent Body .; for 

though the Word of God frequently makgs uſe of Metephors, yt there is a great 

difference to be made between Hiſtorical Relations, and Divine Inſtitutions, In 

the firſt, matters tranſatied among Men, and viſible to the Sence are related ; 

and here we are allew'd, and often forced to ſpeak figuratively : But if in Di- | 

pine Precepts,..or Revelations, concerning the Nature or .the Will of God, we | 

ſhould take tbe ſame liberty, wiſe Men cannot but foreſee the Miſchiefs that 

would unavoidably follow, There wonld be no certainty of any Article of 1.3 

Faith, And he gives an-inſtance in the Precept of Circumciſion to Abraham : 4 

That #pontheſe Terms the yood Patriarch might have argued with himſelf, That e 

God mever intended to impoſe a thing ſo ſeemingly abſurd, «s the words ſound; 

and that 4herefore the Precept is to be underflood only of a Figurative of Me- © 

taphorical Circumcifien of our Lufts, So far this Learned Reformer, | 
Now the Authority of Melanithon weighs more with us of the 

Church of England, (as the learned Dr. St. very well obſerves) 
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that in the ſertleteny of our Reformation, there was ne ſuch regard had £0 
Lather or Calyin, 25 to Braſme md Melaxithes, whole Learning and Mode- 
ration were in greater Eſtee here than the fiery ſpirics of the other ; and 
yet few Writers have aſſerted the Subſlenrial and Corportal Preſence in higher 
terms than this moderate Reformer ; and though be may ſometimes have va- 
ried in Forms of Speech, he continued -conſtant and immovable in the ſub- 
ſtance of the ſame Dodtrine. 

For in the Confeffion of the Saxon Charthes (at the compiling of which 
he was chief Afſiſtent) drawn ep in the Yeat 4 5 5 1, to have been preſented ro 
the Conncil of Trent; a trxe and ſubfantial Preſence is allerted, during the 
time of Miniſtration, Je teach (lay they) That Sacraments are Divine In- 
flitations ; and that the things themſelyes out of the uſe defign'd are ne Sacrs- 
ments; but in the uſe, Chrift # verily and ſubſtantially preſent; and rhe Body 
and Blood of Chrift are indeed taken by the Receivers. | 

There feems to have been one (ingular Notion in this Confeſſion, That the 
Real and Subſtantial Preſence laſts no longer than the Miniſtration ;, but that is 
nothing to our Argument, as long as a ſubfantial Preſence is aſſerted. 

Inthe Year 1536, an Aﬀemblyof the Divines of the Awburg Confeſſion 
on one (ide, and the Divines of Upper Germany on the other, conven'd at 
Wiftemberg, by the procurement and mediation of Bucer, who undettook to 
moderate between borh parties ; where they agreed in this form of Confef- 
fion, We believe according to the words of Irenzus, - That the Eucharift confiff 
of 1x09 things, one Earthly the other Heavenly ; and therefore believe and 
reach, That the Body and Blood of Chrift are truly and {abſtanrially exhibited 
and rectived with the Bread and Wine. This is ſubſcribed by the chief Di- 
vines of both Farres, and approved by the Helyetian Miniſters themſelves, _ 

The Bohemian Waldenſes in their Confeſſion of Faith preſented to Ferdi- 
nand, King of the Romans and Bobemia, declare exprefsly, That the Bread 
and Wide, are the very Body and Blood of Chriſt ; and that Chriſt is in the 
Sacrament with his Natural Body, but by another way of Exiſtence than at the 
Right. hand of God. 

In the Greek Form of Confecygtion , this Prayer was nſed : Make this 
Bread the precious Body of thy Chrift ; and-that which i m this Cup, the pre- 
cious Blood of thy Chrift, changing them by thy Holy- Spirit ; which words are 
taken our of the Liturgies 'of St, Chryſoftoh, and St. Bofil, we 

Atid Feremias the learried Patriarch of Conſtantinople , in his Declaration 
of tlie Faith of the Greek Church'in Anſwer tothe-Larhoren Divines, ifhrms, 
That the Catholick Church believes, that after the Conſecration the Bread: s. 
changed into the yery Body of Chrif, «nit the Wine imo the'very Blood, by the. 
Holy Spirit. | F, 
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In the 'year 1570. was held a Council in Poland of the Divines of the 
Ausburg, the Helyetian, and the Bebemian Confeſſions, in which they agreed 
in this Declaration. As 0 that unhappy Controverfie of the Supper of eur Lord, 
Ie agree in the Senſe of the Words, 4s they are rightly underſtood by the Fa- 
thers, particularly by Irenzus, who affirms that the Myſtery confifts of two things, 
one earthly, and another heavenly. Neither do we affirm, that the Elementsand 
Signs are meer naked and empty things ſignified to Beltevpers, 

But io ſpeak, more clearly and diftinitly, we agree that we believe and con- 

feſs the ſubſtantial Preſence of Chriſt is not only (ignified to Believers, but is 
really held forth, diſtributed and exhibited, the Symbols being joined with the 
Thing it ſelf, and not meerly naked, according to the Nature of Sacraments, 
This Confeſſion was confirmed at ſeveral times, by ſeveral following Synods 
in the ſame Kingdom , at Cracow 1573. at Peterkaw 1578, at Walbofſ 
I583. : 
The firſt man that oppoſed the real and ſubſtantial Preſence was Carolo- 
ftadins, Archdeacon of Wirtenberg, of whora the candid and ingenious Ade- 
lanihon gives this CharaQter : That he was a furious Man, void bottrof Wit, 
Learning & common Senſe, not capable of any aG of Civility or good Manners;: 
ſo far from any appearances of Piety, that there are moſt manifeſt footſteps 
of his Wickedneſs. He condemns all the Civil Laws of the Heathen Nati- 
tions as unlawful, and would now have all Nations geyerned by the judicial 
Law of Moſes, and embrac'd the whole DoEtrine of the 4nabeptiſts. 

He ſers up the Controverſie about the Sacraments againſt Luther, meerly out 
of Envy and Emulation, not out of any Senſe of Religion, and much more to 
the ſame purpoſe : The Truth of all which (he ſays) a great part of Germany 
both can and will atteſt, Though the greateſt Proof of his Levity is his own 
Writing, when all that Diſorder and Schiſm that he made in the Church, of 
which he profelz*d himſelf a Member, was founded upon no better bottom than 
this ſlender Nicety, That when our Saviour faid, thisis my Body, he pointed not 
to the Bread but ro himſelf. | 

But-in this he is vehemently oppoſed by his Maſter Luther, in behalf of a trve 
corporeal Preſence, eſpecially in his Book Contra Calefles Prophetas ſen Funati- 
* #05; wherein he lays down this Aﬀertion, That by the demonſtrative Proneun 
hoc, Chrift s declared to be eruly and carnally preſent with bis Body in the Sup- 
per, and that the Communication of the Body of Chrilt, of which Saint Paul 
ſpeaks, i to eat the Body of Chriſt in the Bread, neither is that Communication 
Spiricual only bus Corporeal, 4 it in the perſonal Union of Chrifl : So we are 
70 conceive of the Sacrament, in which the Bread and the Body make up one thing, 
and after an incomprehenſible manner, which no Reaſon can fathom, become one 
Eſſence #7 Maſs, from whence, « Man becomes God, ſo the Bread becomes wo-

In this Controverfie be was engaged all his Life, againſt Caroloftadine, and 


other  Apoſftates from the 4wburg Confeiſion, giving them no berter Titles 
than of Fanaticks, Heretichs, Betrajers of Chriſty Sloſpbewers of rhe Holy Ghoſt, 
and Seducers of the Warld. 

Andin his laſt Book againſt the Diyines of Leyain in the Year 15 452 the 


Year before his Death, he makes this ſolemn Declaration, . Fe ſerieuſly be- * 


lieye rhe Zuinglians, and all Sacramentarians, that deny the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt to be received Ore carnali, in the. bleſſed Sacrament, to be Hereticks, 
and no Members of the Church of Chrifl : So that hitherto it is evident, That 
.the whole Body of the true Old Proteſtants, both in their publick Confeſſions 
and private Writings, unanimouſly afferted the Corporeal and Subſtantial Pre- 
ſence, as they uſe the Words promiſcuouſly, | 

As for the Calvinian Churches, Grotiue bath obſerved very truly, 'That the 
Calyimiſtsexprels themſelves in a quite different Language, in their Confeſſions, 
from-whit they do in.cheir Diſputations, where they declare themſelves more 
frankly. In their Confeſſions they tell you, That the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
are taken Reelly, Subſtantially, Eſſentially ; but when you come to diſcourſe *em 
cloſer, the whole buſineſs is Spiritual, without Subſtance, only with a figniſing 
Myſtery; and all the Reality is turned into a receiving by Faith; which, ſays he, 
is a perfet contradition to'the Doctrine of the whole Carholick Church, 

So they delarointhe Conference at Presburg with the Lutherans, That inthe 
| Sacrament, Chriſt indeed gives the Subſtance of his Body and Blood by the 
working of the Holy Ghoſt, 

And when Lather (ignified to Bacer, his Jealouſie of the Divines of Strasburg 
and Bail, as if they believed nothing to be preſent in the Sacrament, bur the 
Bread and Wine, Bucey returns this Anſwer, in the name, and with the con- 
ſentof all his Brethren ; 7his their Faith and Defirine toncerning the Sacr# 
ment, Thet in it, by the Inſtitution and Power of our Lord, his true Body and bis 
true Blood are indeed exhibited, given and taken, together with the viſible Signs 
of Bread and Wine (4s bis wn Words declare.) This is the Deftrine not only of 
ZuirgFas, and Oecolampadius, but the Diyines of Upper Germany have declared 
the ſame, in their publick Confeſſions and Writings, . | 

So that the Difference is rather about the manner of the Abſence and Preſence, 
than about the Preſence e themſelves, -

Upon this Dr, Eofins, who was then Dean of che Chappel Royal, by bis 
Majeſties Command writes a Diſcourſe to vindicate the Church of England from 
that Calumny, and to give an Account of its Sence —_—_— the true and 
real Preſence; in which he declares himſclf to the ſame purpoſe with all the 
forementioned Authors, all along vehemently aſſerting the true reality of the 
Preſence, and (till declaring the Afodus to be ineffable, unſearchable, aboye our 
Senſcs, and above our Reaſon, 

So that ſtill all Parties are agreed in the thing it (elf, were ir not for that one 
miſt.ken Supp«ſition, That the Church of Rowe bath not only defin'd the Mat- 
ter, but the Manner, which ſhe is ſo far from pretending to attempt; that be- 
fore ſhe proceeded to decree any thing about it, ſhe declar*d that it was ſo incom- 
prebenſible, that it was not ggpable of being defin'd, as we ſee all Chriſtendom 
bath done beſide.

Now after all this, I leave it to the common Sence and Ingenuity of Man- 
kind, whether any thing can be more barbarous and profane than ta make the 
renouncing of a Myſtery, ſo unanimoully reteiv*d, a State TEST. And that 
is my preſent Concernment about it, not as a Point of Divinity, but as turned 
intoa Point of State. * 

Thus far proceeded the Old Church of England, which as it was baniſhed, 
ſo it was reliored with the Crown, But by reaſon of the long Interval of Twen- 
ty Years between the Rebellion and Reſtitution, there aroſe a new Generation 
of Divines that knew not Foleph. Theſe Men underhand deſerted and undermi- 
ned the Old Church, asit ſtood upon Divine Right, and Catholick Principles, and 
inftead of it ere&ted a New Church of their own Contrivance, conſiſting partly 
of Independency, partly of Eraftiamſm. with the Independent, leaving no - 
ing Authority in the Chriſtian Church over private Chriftians, but leaving every 
Man to thearbi:r:ry Choice of his own Communion; with Eraflw allowing no 
Juriſdi&tton to the ChriſtianChurch, but what is derived from the Civii Magiſtrate, 

Theſe Principles being Plealing tothe Wantonnels of the People,theſe Men 
ſoon grew popular, and foon had the Confidence to call themfelves the Church 
of England : But the principal Obje& of their Zeal was the DeſtruRtion of Po- 
pery, and the only Meaſure of Truch. with them, was Oppoſition to the Church 
of Rome, And therefare they aſſum?d rothemſelves the Man1gement of that 
great and glorious War. -.

-They were continually beating upon them with all their Force, and 
whenever they found themſelves at any diſadvantage with an enemy(as they often 
were by preffing too f:r, far they never thought they did enough in the Cayſe) by 
making a noiſe upon theſe two loud Engines, they could at pleaſure drown the 
Diſpute, Now, ever ſince this Alteration of the State ofthe War berween the 
two Churches, we hear little or nothing at all of the real Preſence in the Caulc, 
but it is become as great a ſtranger to the (5, #, rhcir) Church of England as 
Tranſubſtantiation it ſelf; but the whole matter is refolyed into a meer Sacra- 
mental Figure and Repreſentation, and Participation only of the Benefits of 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt by Faith.

; *cis, as appears by the Premiſes, a Defiance to the Praftice of all 
Churches, who have ever acknowledged an incomprehenſible Myſtery, nor 
ſ«bje# to the Examination of Hawene Reaſon, but to be abecee] purely up- 
on the Authority of a Divine Revelation. | 6 

And therefore that ought to be the only matter of Diſpute, For if it be a 
Divine Revelation (as all Chriſtendom hath hitherto believed) that determines 
the Caſe withoutany further Enquiry; and ifany Man will not be ſati:fied with 
that Authority, he makes very bold with his Maker. And Men of thofe Princi- 
ples would, no doubt, make admirable Work with the Definitions of Artieles 
of Faith by the Four firſt general Councils.

This is thgir laſt Refſalurion of this Controverhie, that « true real Preſence is 
a ContradiQien z and fo I think is a real ſpiritual Preſence of a bodily Subſtance, 

This Scent the whole Chace follows,and ananimouſly agree in this Cry, That 
there is no Preſence, but cither meerly Figurative, and that out all Realiry; 
and is aniverſally condemned by all the Reformation; or meerly Spiritual, (i. e.) 
the preſent EffeRts and Benefits of the «bſent and Blood of Chriſt, which 
hath bcen all a-long equally caſbiered by all other Reformed Churches, as the 0- 
ther grand Scandal of Zaingliaxiſm. Thu the London Anſwerer to the Oxford 
Diſcourſes : There can be no real Preſence, but either Figuratively 
in the Elements, or Spiritually in the Souls of rhoſe who worthily Tialogue,p.66 
receive them. So Dr. St, - 

All which the Doftrine of our Church implies by this Phraſe is only 4 real Pre- 
ſence of Chriffs igvilible Power and Grace, fo in and with the Elements, «s by 
the faithful receiving of them to convey real and ſpiritual Effetts to the Souls of Men, 

Oxford Anſwererto the Oxford Diſcourſes allows no other real Preſence 
bur the virc»el Preſence, that is the meer EffeR. 

So the popular Author of the Diſcourſe againſt Tranſubſlantiation, makes no 
Medium between the meer figurative Preſence and Tranſubſlantiation, ſo that 2'l 
ether Preſence, that is not meerly Figuratiye, DI WEGIINE | 
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| Now the gentleſt Charger he is pleaſed to give of this Monſienr, is this, That 
the Buſineſs of Tranſubſtantiation i not 4. Controverſie of Scryptave againſt Scrip- 
ture, or of Reaſon agamſt Reaſon, but of downright Impudence againſt the plain 
meaning of the Scripture, and all the Sence and Reaſon of all Mankind, 

But belides the intolerable Rudeneſs of the Charge againſt all the Learned 
Men of the Church of Rome,as the worſt of Sots and Ideots,if there be no mid- 
dic rcal Preſence between Trarſubſtlantiation and the Figure, be hath caſt all the 
Proteftant Churches into the ſame Condemnation of So's and Fools, 

But howſoever raſh and prepoſterous it may be for Perſons that believe the 
real Preſence to abjure the Word Tranſubſtantiation, yer to determine any part 
of Divine Worſhip in the Chriftiag Church to be in its own Naue 1delatry, is 
tnhumane and barbarous, 

1DOLATRT is a Stabbing and Cnt-throat Word, its leaſt Puniſhment is the 
oreateſt that can be, both Death and Damnation ; and good Reaſon too, when 

- che Crime is no leſs than renouncing the true God that made Hezyen and 

Earth, Thus Exod, 22. 20. He that ſacrificeth unto any God, ſaye unto the 
Lord or Fehovah only, be ſhall be utterly defliroyed, Deut, 13,6. If thy Bre- 
ther the Son of thy Mother, or thy Sow, or thy Daughter, or the Wife of thy Boſom, 
or thy Friend which is as thine own Soul, entice thee ſecretly, ſaying, Let ws go and 
ſerve other Gods (which thou baſt not known, thou nor thy Fathers) namely, of the 
Gods of the People which are round about yownigh unto thee, on, far off from thee, from 
the one end of the Earth unto the other : Thow ſhalt not conſent unto bim,nor hearken 
unto him : Neither ſhall thine Eye pity bim, neither ſhalt theu ſparÞ neither ſpalt 
thos conceal bim. But thou ſhalt ſurely kill him ; thine band ſhall bs firſt upon him to 
put him to death, and afterward the hand of all the People, And thou fhalt flone hims 
with Stones, that bt die: Becauſe be hath ſought to thruſt thee away from the Lord 
thy God which brought thee out of the Land of Egypt, from the Houſe of Bondage, - 

This was the Crime, and this the Puniſhment of 1dolatry, and the Sentence was 
{> ſeverely executed, that for the ſetting up the golden Calf, or Symbol of the Sun, 
that the Egyptians worſhip*d, as the ſupreme Deity, as will appear in its proper 
place, 3 000 of the Ring-leaders were put tothe Sword by the Command of Afo- 

ſes, Exod 32. 27. And for this Reaſon it pleaſed God to deſtroy the Canaanite; 
from off the Face of the Earth, (3. e,) for giving Divine Worſhip to falſe and cre- 
ated Deities in Defiance tothe Eternal Creator of it. 

So black a Crime as this, that is no leſs than renouncing God is not light- 
ly to be charged upon any Party of Chriſtians, not only becauſe of the foulpels 
of the Cilumny, but the barbarous Conſequences that may follow upon it, ta 
inyice' and warrant the Rabble, when ever Opportunity favours, to deſtroy the 
Roman Catholicks and their Images, as the 1/7aclites were commanded to de- 


[troy the Canaanites and their Idgls. Bu 
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But before ſo bloody an IndiQment be -preferr'd againſt "the zreateſt 
part of Chriſtendom, the Nature of the thing onght to be very well under- 
ſtood.” The Charge is tos big for « ſcolding Word, And how inconſiſtent ſo-

ever /dolatry may be with Salvation, 1 fear fo uncharitable #Calumny (if 


it prove one?) can be of no leſs damnable conſequence, It is'a piece of In= 
humanity, that outdoes the {ilvageneſs of the Canibals themſelves, and 
damns at qQace both body and ſoul. | 

And yet after all, we have no other ground for the bold Conceit, than 
the crude and raſh afſertions of ſome popular Divines, who have no 
other meaſures of 'Truth or Zeal, but hatred to Popery ; a1d therefore 
never ſpare for hard words againſt that Churrh, and run np all objeftions 
againlt ix into nothing leſs than Atheiſm and Blaſphemy, of wt.ich /dla» 
rryis the greateſt Inſtance. | : 

But if they would lay aſide their, indecent Heats, and foberly enquize 
into the Nature and Original of 7a-l.rry; they would be as much aſhamed 
of the Ignorance of their Accuſations, as they ought to be of its malice. 
And therefore I ſhall ſet down a plain and brief account of that Argu- 
ment; that when we underſtang the eaſy, obvious, and natural Notion of 
Idotatry, is will for ever expoſe the vanity of theſe mens fanatique preten- 
ces. I pray GW there be nothing worſe at bottom, ſeeing it has ever been 
ſet up as the Standard againſt Monarchy. 

It is a ſubjeCt that hath- cntertained the moſt able pens in the World: 
but 1 ſhall not preſume or pretend to be ſo learned, but ſhall confine all 
my knowledge to the word of God, chiefly to the Moſaick Writings, for 
there it is fully and clearly Rated, the Aoſaich Lav being enatted purely 
in oppoſition to /dolatry. Now nothing can be more obvious, than that 
the Notion of it there is neivher more nor leſs than this The worſhip of the 
Heavenly Boazes, the Sun, the Meoon,and the Stars, or any other viſible and cor 
poreal Deity, as the Supreme God, ſo a; tgexclude all ſenſe and apprehenſion of 4 
ſpiritual and invitible Godhead. 

This evidently appears both by the Almighties ſeveral revelations that 
he mace of himſclf ro rhe children of 1/7 ae! to preſerve them from it,ahd 
from the ſveral charaQters and deſcriptioas that himſelf hath upon num» 
berlefs occalions made of it. 

Moſt learn2d men would trace its Original from before the Flood, but 
they toll-w their Chaſe without any ſcent,as generally all Antiquaries do, 
when they puriuc into the Grit ſource and original of things. 

The Jeng» #«b-5's (chatiare of roo late a itanding to pretend to any 
Authority in ſuch aaci ers; for as wy lived not above fix ages en

fore us, ſo they had no other Records than what we have, the writings of 
MAMeoſes and the Prophets) derive its original from the age of Enos ; bur as 
their conjecture is founded upon an I_ word, ſo it is contradiCted 
-by the State of the world at that time ; for by reaſon of the long lives of 
the Patriarchs from the Creation to the Flood, it 1s not eaſy to conceive, 

That the memory and tradition of the late Creation of the world ſhould 
be worn out in ſo ſhort a time, Enos being Adan's Grandchild, and living * + 
in the ſame age with him for ſome hundred years. 

But the plain demonſtration that there was no iuch impiety before the 
Flood, is, that Moſes, when he reckons up the cauſes that provok*'d God 
fo bring that Jadgment upon the World, makes no mention of the ſin of 
Taolatry, of which, if they had been guilty, as it is a ſin of the firſt magni- 
tude, Bic would-have held the firſt place in the Indictment: 

. *Others make Cham the Father of this Monſter, as. they do of all other 
Crimes, but for no other reaſon beſide his il] name. 

'* Others derive it from the Tower of Babel, which they will have to have 
deen built for an Altar to the Sun, after the Cuſtom of after-times, when 
they worſhipped him upon high Towers for Altars, 

— Maimonides, and his Followers, find deep footſteps in the time of Abra- 

*bam, who was born in Ur of the Chaldees ; that is, ſay they, the countrey 
of the ancient Z AB1L; the founders of 7avlatry ;, and for that reaſon he 
was commanded out of his ewn Countrey to the worſhip of the true God. 

But this dream of the Z AB1L is ſo modern, and fo void of the autho- 
Tity of any ancient Record, that it proves it ſelf a fond Impoſture. Tho 
in Abrahan:'s time (and that was many Centuries after the Flood) we meet 
*with the firſt traces of this Apoſtacy : For that extraordinary diſcovery 
"that God was pleaſ:d to make of himſelf as Supreme Lord of all things, was 
"made to Abraham in oppoſition to the 1dulatry of his own Countrey, 4, e, 

* Chatdea,who ſeemed to have been the firſt founders of it,and for thateea- 

' __ ſon God commanded him us leque his Conmtrey, bis Kinared, and 

J2. 1, bis Fathers Houſe, and ſojourn in the Land of Canaan, where the 
Tradition of the Knowledge, of the true God ſeems to have been 

- much better preſerved. $9 that tho there were ſome decays from the true 

"ld Religion, yet they were as yet very far from an univerſal Apoſtacy. 

"That the Plague was then broke out in Chaldea 1s evident from the 
*words of Joſhaa, (24. 2.) Tu Fathers dwelt on the o:her ſide the River mn 
old time,,even Terah the Father of Abraham, ard the Father of Nachor, and - 

*+hey ſerv'd ſtrange Gods, But when Abrahan # into Canaan; | find no 
©'records that the cuſtoms of his Countrey had Paſ&d the River, but on the 
: 6 CQll- 
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contrary evident Inſtances of their knowledge of the true God, as Creator 
of Heaven and Earth, 

What can be more plaiu than the ſtory of Melchiſedeck , Frie# of the 
Moſt High God ( a Term appropriate in Scripture ts the Supreme Deity } 
in his bleſhng Avraham. Bleſſed be Abraham of the moſt High God, Creator 
of Heaven and Earth, And when God conſumed Sedom and Gomorrah with 
Fire from Heaven, /alatryis no where reckoned among the Cauſes ard 
Prorocations of thac ſevere and unulual Judgment ; and had it been one 
.of their crymg Sms, it would have been the loudeſt, and fo never have been 
omitted by rhe Sacred Hiſtorian. And when 1ſaac was forced by Famine 
into the Country of the Philitines, Abimelech their King eatred into a So. 
lemn and Religious Covenant with him of Mutual Defence and Offence, 
upon this Inducement, that he was the Bleſſed of the Lord, or the peculiar 
Favourite of Jehovah; ſo that as long as himſelf and 1ſaxc were of a fide, 
the Supreme Gods immediate Providence would be engaged in his pro» 
teCtion. 

The firſt plain Intimation we find of it in Paleſtine is in the Hiſtory: of 
Jacob, after his Converſation with the Shechemites, where upon his depar» 
ture from that City by God's eſpecial Command, he builds an Altar at 8e- 
thel to God, and commands his. Family to put + away their 9) «vir 
or S:range Goas. And from this time we read of nothing of this Nature 
till che Deliverance of the Children of 1/rael out of Egypr, after they had 
been deteined there Four Hundred and Thirty Years, according to the 
Hebrew or two Hundred aud Fifteen according tothe Seveney, the greatelt - 

art of which time was ſpent in Slavery and Bondage. | | 

* But at, and after their Deliverance, we hear of nothing elſe but Canti- 
ons againft Ido{atry or worſhip of Strange Gods, as if in that long Tratt 
of Time and Miſery, they had loſt the Tradition of the God of their An- 
ceſtors and by long Converſation -with the Egyprians, had taken up their 
Maſters Religion together with their Burdens, and it was ſcarce: poſſible 
to be otherwiſe for men in their poor condition, after fo long' a Tractof 
Time, than to take op the Religion in publick practice. 

Long cuſtom and converſation naturally inures Men to the Manners of 
the Country, but Slavery breaks Men to them: And what could be expedt- 
ed from miſerable Pcople, who ſpent all their days in carrying of Clay, 
gathering Straw, making Bricks, and all Offices of Servility ,. than that 
they ſhould ſerve their Maſters Gods, as well as their. Maſters themſelves? 
And that this was their caſe, is evident from thewhole Series of the Story 
The firſt Diſcovery that the Almighty made of himlelf, was to-Moſes, 
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m the Burning Buſh where he tells us, Ex 3 6:7 am the God of thy Fathers, 
the God of Abraham, the God of aac, and the God of Jacob: But this ſeems 
to be a New Language to /es, For he replys, v.13. When I come unto the 
Children of Iſrael, and ſhall ſay xnto them, the God of your Fathers hath ſent 
me #:nto you, and they ſhall ſay ts me, what is his Name ( or what God is he ) 
what [l:.4ll I fay unto them? Yo this he is cf:nmanded to anſwer, I am that 7 
am hath {int you; that is, the only ſelf exiſtent Being, that is, the only Sy 

reinc Deity.and God of your Fathers: And for the truth and demonſtra. 
Lion of this,h2 refers both him & them to thefollowing Miracles. 

And when Moſes _ 6 was diſcouraged by the complaints of the 
People, becauſe of their ſevere Uſage, the Almighty gives him encourage- 
ment vpon this powerful Motive, / am Jehovah, or / am the Loyd, who 
will deljver you with a [trong Hand, or ſtretched ont Arm, i. e. I' am that 
Omnmipoten', ſelf exiftent Being; and that ſhall be the proof of it, the great 
Mirecles that I wiil work for your Delivery. 

And at the time ,of their Deliverance he immediately inſtitutes the 
Paſſover, not onlyas.a Memorial of the Thing, but as / ſhall prove after- 
' wards, the ftrongeſt Bar againſt 7dolarry. 

Bnt as ſoon as they fat down at the Foot of Mount S;in<, which was 
dheir firſt place of Reſt, Ged's firſt Care was to make- further proviſion 
againft /evlatry, where after a fearful and glorious Repreſentation of his 
Preſence; he gives the Ten Commandments, whereof the Four Firit are 
gire&ly levelPd againſt 7dolatry. 

Fj-ft, He enjoyns the worſhip of Himſelf, who by his Almighty Power 
had delivered them from their Egyprian Bondage. | 

In the next place, He forbids them the Worſhip of all [dols, 5: e. as 
himſelf deſcribes them, The likene/s, or ſimilitude, of any thing that is in 
Heaven above, or in the Earth beneath, cr in the Water under the Earth, A 
plain and indeed logical Definition this, that Idolatry is giving the Wor- 
ſhip of the Supreme God, to any created corporeal or viſible Deity, or a- 
ny thing” that can be repreſented by an Image, which nothing but corpo- 
xeal Beings can, and to ſuppoſe ſuch a Being the Supreme Deity, is the 
only-truc and proper Jdolatry 

And tho there may ſeem to be two forts of it: Firft, either to Worſhip 
@materiaband created Being as the Supreme Deity: Or Secondly , to a- 
{ribs any corporeal Form or Shape to the Divine Nature;yet in the Re- 
filt, both are but one; for to aſcribe ynto the Supreme God any corpore- 
al Form, is the ſame thing as to Worſhip a created Being, for ſo is eyery 
eorporeal Subſtance, | 
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This is, I ſay, the true and only Notion of 14s{arry : and 3ll the ſtrange 
Gods mentioned in the Scripture, are only ſome moſt glorious pieces of 
the viſible Creation, as I faeit prove at large from undeniable teſtimonies. 
And for this reaſon if was, that the very Angels, by whom this affair was 
immediately tranſacted, never made any appearance in 27y viſible ſhape,” 
bat only in a Clond, or Un a #lory, 10 prevent the ver'y peril 0) /«clatry; and 
therefore 44sſes in his dying and farewel ſpeech, reminds thern over and” 
over, that «t, Hor rhey hear d che voice of God, but ſew »9 (imiliinde, with 
this application to them, leſt you corrupt your ſelves, 1: e. by biieving that - 
there caa be any ſimilitude of the fapreme Gndiead. And <> this is the 
liter=l and plain ſenſe of the two firſt Commandments, it ſcems to be 
tie only delign of the third and fourth ; for the Engliſh of $e third, if it 
were righily cy, I" thus; Thox ſhalt net groe'th! Nami of the 
Lord thy God to a Vani'y or 1dol ;, and fo the Septuagimnr renacr it + For ghe 
word Vanity and Ido] are fynonomous in Scriprare, becauſe an Icol Is a 
vain and empty thing that repreſcnts nothing; fer when ir is ſet up as the 
ſymbol and image of a Deity that is no Deity, it is the image of nothing, 
as St, Paul defines it. So that it is not the meer image it ſe: f that is the- 
Idol, but the image as repreſenting a falſe God, tho it be oaly a ſymbol, 
and not a picture of him, as moſt of the heathen images were, of the San, 
as the Calf, and the Ram. Theſe are the vanities or repreſentations of 
*falſe Gods in uſe at that time among the neighbour Nations, that ſeem-to 
be here properly interdifted in this Commandment. ; 

As for the fourth Commandment, it is the very ſacrament of the worſhip 
of the true God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth, in oppoſition to 1do- 
latry, or the worſhip of his creatures, and therefore is preſcribed, as it 
were, as the holy day of the Creation, contiuually to mind the Fews, that 
' the God that they worſhip, was the God that made the world; and all the 
Gods that their neighbours worſhiped, particularly the Su», ſoon, and 
Stars, his creatures. 

This then being ſet up as the great Feſtival, of the Creator of-Heaven 
and Earth,from hence it was that the precept of not worſhiping of Idols, 
and keeping the Sabbath, are ſo frequently coupled together in Scripture; 
and that the breach of the Sabbath is puniſhed in the ſame manner as /4> 
latry it ſelf. | 

But I ſhall treat of this more largely when I come to a review. At pre- 
ſent I have only given a narrow proſpect of the whole matter, but upon 
a full and open view of the Moſaick Hiſtory, it will appear in full and un- 
deniable Evidence, by theſe two conſiderations, 
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- Firſt, If we conſider the great propenlity of the //raclires to renounce 
the worſhip of the One True Invilble God, and to return to their ac- 
cuſtomed worſhip of Idol Gods. 

* Secondly, If we conſider that theſe Gods were nothing elſe but the hea» 
venly Bodies, and that the Sur wzs worſhiped as the ſupreme Deity. 

As to the firſt, their continual Revolts and Rebellions againft that All- 
mighty God, of whoſe power they had ſo much Experience,could proceed 
from nothing leſs than the moſt inveterate and invincible prejudices. 
Their whole Hiſtory from their firſt deliverance to their laff captivity, is 
nothing bur a perpetual Series of Diſloyalry againſt the God of 7/rae!, t0 
play rhe Harlot (as the Scripture exprefles it) or commit fornication with the 
Idols of the Gentiles. 

P/al, 78. We have an accurate Epitonie of this whole Hiſtory, the mi- 
racles that God wrought for them in Egype,in the Wilderneſs, in the land 
of Canaan, notwithſtanding all which,as they made continual attempts of 
Rebellion, ſo they at laſt ſunk into an univerſal Apoſtacy, v. 58, Frevo- 
king him to anger with their High Places,and moving him to Jealouſie with their 
Gravex Images; ſo that at length he gave them up into the hands of their 
Enemies : And firſt the Ten Tribes were led away captive, and not long 
after the T ribe of Fudab, as it immediately follows in the ſame Pſalm, 
Gol was wroth, and greatly abhorred Iſrael, js that be forſook the Taberuacle 
of Shiloh, the Tent which he placed among men, and delivered bis ſtrength into 
Captivity, and his Glory (that was the Symbol of his Divine preſence) ina 
the Enemies hand, : 

But to trace a few particulars. . The firſt oppertunity they could gain 
in the Wilderneſs, after the miraculous deliverance out of Egypr, by the 
abſence of Moſes, they ſet up and worſhiped the Golden Calf, a form of 
Worſhip they were accuſtomed to in Egype : what this Idol was, is vart- 
ouſly diſputed by Learned Men ; ſome will have it to have been made in 
imitation of the Cherubin, when as yet God had made no deſcription of 
them. Others, and almoſt all the learn'd, will have it to have been the 
Idol of Apis, or Serepss, or Oſyris, whom the Egyptians worſhiped by that 
Symbol; and that it was the ſame Idol, is certain ; but I take it to be 
much more ancient, for as yet we find nor any footſteps of Divine Wor- 
ſhip given to men and women. That folly is of a much younger date, 
and ſeems to have been brought in purely by the Grecian Vanity, to de- 
rive the Originals of all Nations from themſelves, and to people Heaven 
with their own Countrey-men, 
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Thus they tell us, that this Apis was King of the — natural Son 
to King Fupiter by Niobe, who marrying ſs, left his Kingdom, and went 
into Egypt, who teaching the BarbarousPeople Civility, and the Art of 
- dreſſing Vines and Agriculture, He was by common conſent cheſen their 
King; and after he had Reign'd with extraordinary Wiſdom and Mercy, 
to the great Improvement of the Nation, when he dyed, they deify*d 
him, and worſhiped him under the lmage of a Cf or 9x, all which is 
pure Grecian Fable. 

For Egypt had been a famons Nation many Hundred Apes, before any 
of the Grecian Deities were born : It was a flouriſhing Kingdom in the 
days of Abraham: I am ſure they knew how to dreſs their Vines,and plow 
their Fields, before there was any ſuch Nation as Greece, or any of its 
Cantons known by any Records: There was no News of them till the Tro- 
jan War, and that is the thing objected by all Writers to the Greeks both 
before and fince Chriſtianity, that their remorteſt Antiquity is meer No- 
velty in compariſon of the Egyprians, and is confeſt. by their own beſt 
and moſt antient Writers; at leaſt in theſe Antient Times, there were no 
Men nor Women Deities, Gods or Goddeſſes. 

But when the Greeks had ftollen their Religion from the Eaſtern Nati- 
ons, in requital they furniſhed them with Gods of their own, and clapr 
the Heads of one of their own Countrymen upon every antient Idol , 
thereby gaining Reputation of Antiquity, both to their Nation and Reli- 
gion, as if they had been as antient as the Egyptian and Oriental 1dolatry. 

Thos they faſten this old Idol of the Golden Calf bpon King Apts, 
whereas if there ever were any ſuch Man ( for the Grits have neither 
Faith nor knowledg enough to be believ'd one word in any matter of An- 
tiquity , either of their own, or other Nations) he was born 'ttrany Ages 
after this Idol had been Famons in the World: And in that unknown Ir- 
terval of which there are no Hiſtorical Records, and therefore the whole 
Story of him,as well as of all the other Grecien Gods,is nothing but Fable. 

And much more probable it is, that the Greeks were ſo far from bfing- 
ing a God Apis into Egypr, that they carried the very word thence : Apis 
being the H:.brew and Egyprian Word to ſignifie a Calf, or a Blk &fo it 
is rendred by the Sepruaginr.

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So that the Calf can be nothing elſe chan an Old. £gypri.m Idol, 
or Symbol of ſome Deicy, that they had been accuſtomed ro Worſhi 
And therefore thinking themſelves betray'd or deferted by Maſe: 
afcer Forty Days Abſence, ( «s for this Alaſes, the Man that brought us 
wp our of the Land of Egypt, we wot not what js become of him ) they force 
Aaron to reftore to them the Symbols of their Old Gods to go before 
them, inſtead of this new God, that now ſeemed to have deſerted them, 
and to thole they aſcribe their Deliverance out of Egypt, and this is the 
firſt chearful At of Devotion, that they ſeem to have perform'd ſince their 
Deliverance. For as for all their Worſhip of the True God, eſpecially at 
the Delivery of the Law, it ſeems to .be forced and unecake, to which they 
were rather over-aw*d by dreadfull Appearances, than inclin'd by their 
own Choice, h 

And the Solemn Sacrifice that was made immediately afrer , was the 
ACt of Moſes; rather than the People, who rather ſecm?*d SpeCtatory than 
Actors; and therefore as ſoon as they though: themſelves - quit of him 
( which was 1amediately afrer ) they ſer up their 1dol, and were tranſ- 
ported in their Devotions towards it, to a Degree of 

Exod. 32.6, madneſs They roſe up early in the morning, aud offered Burnt 

Offerings, and bronght Peace-Offerings, and rhe People at 
down to eat and drink, and roſe up to play. 

This Solzmaity had been endear*d to them by Cuſtom and Education 
and there could be no other ground of their grear Jay, than that they 
were reſtored to the Exerciſe of their former R<ligion, and the worſhip 
of their Old Gods, of which the Calf was one of the moſt eminent Sym- 
þols, ſo that when they ſay that was the God that deliver*d them out of 
Egypt, their meaning is, the God of which That was the Symbol or Repre- 

ſentation according to the Language of thoſe Times, - and 
Gen, 31.30. indeed of the whole Old Teſtament, to give the name of 
the Deiry to the /dol. | 

Now at that time we find no other mention of any other Deities, than 
the Sw and HeavenlyBodjts; fo that this Calf could be the Symbol of no 0- 
ther Gods than the Sw, and therefore was ever reckoned among their 
beex 2». their holy Arimals, as the Egyptian Pricſt and Antiquary Aa- 
wetho informs us, of which 4ries and / gwraswere the chicfeſt , and both 
* of them conſecrated in honour of the Su», h<ing thz two firſt Signs in the 
Heavens; ut the Feſtival af Aries was the mot ſolemn, when the Sun en- 
tring into that Sign, began the Joyful] New Ycar-- In Opoſition to which 
the 7/raclires were commanded to cur the Throat of the Paſchal Ram up- 
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upon that very Day,with all the Ceremonies of Contempt, as ſhall appear 
more afterward. | 

This invincible Obſtinacy in their old Religion, notwithſtanding the 
mighty works God had wrought for their d:liverance, is ſeverely upbrai- 
ded to them long after by God himſelf to his Prophet Amos, Have ye of« 
fered unto me Sacrifices and Offerings in the Wilderneſs forty years, O houſe of 
Iſrael? But ye have born the Tabernacle of your Moloch, and the Star of your 
Goa Remphan, and their Images which ye made to your ſelves. 

This is a plain deſcription of their great averſeneſs to the worſhip of 
the True God in the Wilderneſs, when God declares, that in reality they 
never worſhiped him at all, but ſtuck cloſe to their old God Afoloch, which 
is but a ſynonomouns word for the God B4#/, 3. e. the Sun, and therefore 
they are promiſcuouſly us*d in Scripture to expreſs one and the ſame Det- 
ty* Thus Jeremy, 19, 5, 1 hey have built the High Places of Baal to bur 
their Sons in the Fire for Burnt Offerings unto Baal. But Chapter the 32. 
v. 35, the ſame Crime 1s thus expreſt, 7hey built the High Places of Baal to 
cauſe their Sons and Danghters 0 paſs through the Fire unto Molech; by which 
it is undeniably evident, that they were but ſynonimons terms for one and 
the ſame God ; and indeed they are words of the ſame fignification, deno- 
ting ſupreme or Kingly power, and ſo were appropriated by them to the 
Sun, as Sovereign Lord of the Univerſe. 

This ſtrange inclination of the //raelites to Idelatry, or the worſhip of 
Baal and Moloeh, is fo vehemently upbraided to them in theScripture, as 
ſhews it to h#e been inveterate and impetnous beyond example : ſo God 
himſelf upbraids it to them, that when he did ſuch mighry things for 
them in their deliverance from Egypr, and only required them 
to.renounce the Idols of Egypr, Yer they rebelled againſt me, and Frek,20: 
would not hearken to me ;, 1 hey caft not away the abomination of +, 9? 
their eyes, mor the Idols of Egypt. 

And wher. Joſhua had ſerled them in the Holy Land, he fore- 
warns them to terve the True God finccrely,and to put away the Joſh 24: 
Gods which their Fathers on the other fide the Flood, and in Egypt. 14, 

By which it appears, they had not yet parred with their old 

Gods : bat the next Generation made a total revolt ; and he

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This whole Book is nothing elſe but a Narrative of their Sin by ldola- | 
try, their Puniſhment by Captivity, their Repentance by imploring of the 
Mercy of the God of 4/rael, till at laſt after 4o many relapſes, they are 
| thus anſwered by God in their addreſſes and ſupplications 
Ch.10.10. unto him : Ard the children of 1ſratl cried unto the Lord, ſay- 
ing ; We have ſinned againſt thee, both becauſe we have forſaken 
 ouy God, and alſs ſerved Baalim : And the Lord ſaid unto the Children of 
Iſrael, did not I delsver you f-om the Ex yptians, from the Ammorites, from the 
Children of Ammon, from the Philiſtins * Alſo the Zidonians and the Amalc« 
"kytes and Maonites did oppreſs you, and you cry'd to me, and I d:livered you ont 
of their hand, yet you have forſaken me, and ſerved other Gods, wherefore I will 
deliver you no more : go and cry unto the Gods that ye have choſen, let them de- 
Tiver youn the time of your tribulations. But upon their reformation they 
are delivered, and as ſoon relapſe, of which a train of inſtances aie to be 
ſeen in that Book. 

Here it may be obſerv*d all along, that the Scripture Notion of /avlatry

Some will have theſ? Calfs to haye ben ſet up in” Imitation af Solomong 
Cherubin, but this is fully confuted by the learned Y;- 
ſorins. If Feroboam faith be,vy bis Calves deſign'dto imitate Yide Dr. 
the eſt abliſh'd Religion of his Conntry , pray you when he Spencer, p, 773 
took theſe Counterfeit Cherubs, why not alſo the Ark, the 
Propitiatory, the ſeat of God, where the Divine Majeſty appeard_moſt  conſpja, 
cxouſly in giving of Oracles, the Tabernacle and the Temple? Why if they were 
made only inimtation of the Cherubs why did benot call them by their own Name, 
by which they were known to the People, when that would have been a mare eaſie. 
way to deceive them?Why did he not take the Prieſts of the Family of Aaron,why 
did he baniſh them out of his Kingdom, why did not the People comply for three. 
whole Tears, if it had been an Imitation of their Old Religion under David and 
Solomon? Why if they were nothing but Cherubins, are they ſo often in Scrip. 
ture ſtyled other Gods? Why ſhould he Sacrifice to them, when in the Law of 
Moſes no Sacrafices were offered to the Cherubim? 

So that it is plain that theſe Calves were £t up by him as Idols or Sym< 
bols of a new or ſeparate Religion from the Tribe of F«udah; and tho he 
took up the old Egyptian Idol for his Foundation, yet he ſeem*d to have. 
erefted a Motley Religion upon it, like that of the Samaritans of old , 
partly to invite the People of all Nations into his Kingdom, where every 
Man worſhiped his own God; and partly by diverſity of Religion, more 
effetually ro divide his own Kingdom from that of the Line of Solomon. 

Tho not long after Rehoboam and the Tribe of F«dah revolt from the. 
Worſhip of the true God ( as the Scripture aggravates it ) 
abowe all that their Fathers had done, 1 King, 

And from this time ldolatry,or the Worſhip of Baal,was the 14: 23. 
prevailing Religion in both Kingdoms, tho ſometimes check'd 
dy the Piety of Reforming Princes. But it ſpread ſo faſt-, that Elijab 

thought himſelf lefc alone, tho for his comfort God infor- 
med him, that he had the ſmall remainder of 7000 in 1 King. 1g: 
Iſrael, all the Knees which have not bowed ante Baal 14, 18, 
But the Infe@tion ſnon became univerſal , and tho God 
Almighty ſent his Prophets from time to time to reclaim them, yet all in. 
yain, they ſtill continued to worſhip the Hoſt of Heaven, and ſerve Bas! 
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till finding them irreclaimable, he firſt delivered the Ten 
2 King. 17. Tribes into the hands of Shalmaneſar, King of Aſria, 

where they continue in Captivity to this Day, and are a 
bſt Nation. 


But the Piety of Hezekiah at that time for a while repriev*d the Tribe 
of Judah: But his Son Aanaſſerh built up again the High Places, which 
Hiezekiab his Father had deſtroyed, and he 1ea.?4 wp Altars for Baal and 

wor ſhiped all the H«ft of Heaver,, ad ſerved them: Upon this God 

Fer, 15, by his Prophets denounces their D-itruQion. Becauſe, faith he, 
they have ever done that which was evil m my ſight, and have 
provoked me to Anger ſ11.ce the Day their Fathers came forth 

Chap. 22.17. of Egypt, unto this Day; or becauſe th'ly bave forſaken me, 
and burnt Incenſe unto viker Gocsthat they might provoke me to 

Finger with all the works of their Hands, ti ertfore my wra:h ſhalt be kindled a- 
gamſt them, and ſhall not be quenched. But the Execution of the Sentence is 
ſuſpended during the pious Reign of his Son Joſiah; but 

2 King. 25. as ſoon as he is gathered to his Fathers, Fernſalem and 
the Temple are deſtroyed by Nebuchadnezzar , and 
Kirg Zedekiab with all his People are carried Captive into Babylon, 

T his isa compendious Hiſtory of the old Jewiſh /4o/:ztry, and I think a 
{vfficieat Proof both of their ftrange Inclination to ir,to the higheſt degree 
of Madnefs. and wherein it plainly conſiſted, their forſaking the rrue Invi/ible 
God, to worſhip created Deities; than which nothing is more evident 
through the whole Series of Scripture. | 

Tothis Evidence I might add a more ample Proof out of the Writings 
of the Prophets, that are almoſt wholly imployed upon this SubjeCt. 

But I muſt nnt be too tedious, and therefore | ſhall only obſerve , that 
the generally expreſs the greatneſs of this folly under the Figure of un- 
governable Luſt. Thus Ezekje! the 23d. God deſcribes it to the Prophet 
under this Scheme, Son of Man, there were two Wonen,the Daughters of one 
Mother, andthey commu:ed Whoredoms in Fgypt, they commited Whoredoms 
in their Youth; there were their Breaſl s preſſed , and there they bruiſed the Teats 
ef their Virginnty; and the Names of themwere Ahola the Elder, and Aholibah 
her Siſter, and they were mine, and they bare Sons and Daughters; Samaria is 
Ahola, and Jeruſalem Aholibah and Ahola played the Harlot when ſhe was 
mine, and ſhe doted ( or run mad) for her Lovers, the Aſſyrians her Neigh- 
bonrs, with all their Tdols ſhe defiled hey ſelf, neither left ſhe her Whoredoms 
broug ht from Egypt, for in her Youth ( *tis in the Hebrew ) before ſhe was 
ripe of Age, they lay with her, arid they bruis*d the Breaſts of her Virginity , 


and ponred their Wheredom upon ber, wherefore I have delivered her into the hand 
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of ber Lovers , into the Hand of the Aſſyrians , upon whom ſhe doted, and 
afcer whome ſhe ran mad. 

The ſane is repeated of her Siſter, Abolibah, who for her incorrigible 
Adulteries is delivered into the hands of the Babylonians ; nothing can be 
expreſſed with greater vehemence than this, that is compared to the ut- 
moſt lewdueſs of Female Luſt; and nothing more evident, than, that. 
this Lewdneſs conliſted in deſerting the true invifib!e God,” to worthip the 
falſe Deities of their Neighbours, particularly the Gods of the Egyptians, 
Aſſy! tans and Chaldeans. EA | 

And that is my Second Head of Diſcourſe, that the Gods that they 
worſhiped at that time were nothing but the Heavenly Bodies, or the Sun, 
as the Spreme Deity. This is evident enough from-what hath already 
been diſcourſed, /dolatry in general being every where deſcribed in Scrip= 
ture by the worſhip of the oft of Heaven, or Heavenly Bodies. Thus 
Dew. 4: 19. Leſt thou lift up thine eyes to Heaven, ang when thou ſeeſt the 
Sun and the Moon, and the Stars, even all the hoſt of Hegven, ſhouldſt be dri- 
ven ( tempted ) to worſbip ther, which the Lord thy God created for the uſe 
and benefit of all Nations under the whole Heaven. So Chap. 17. v. 2, 3. A 
there be found any among you that have wrought wickedneſs in the ſight of 7 
Lord your Gd in tranſgreſſing his Covenant, and hath gone and ſerved other 
Gods, and worſhiped them, ether the Sun or Moon, or any of the Hoſt of Heae 
wen, ye (hall ſtone him to Death, 2King. 17: 16. They left all the Command- 
ments of the Lord their God, and made them Molten Images, two C alues, and 
made a grove, and worſhyed all the Hoſt of Heaven, and jerved Baal. Sq Ma- 
naſſch erreted Altars to Baal, and worſhiged the Hoſt of Heeven, Chap 21, 
3 So Joſiah, when he deſtroyed Idolatry, brought out the Veſſels. of rhe 
Hoft of Heaven. | | | 

And the Jews, when after their return from Captivity, they would en- 
ter their {olema Proteſtation againſt Idolatry, they do it in this form--- 
Thon even Thou art Lord alone, thou haſt, mage Heaven, the Heaven of Hea- 
vens, with all their Moſt, &c. Nehemiah g.-6, So Jeremiah 19 13. Jeru- 
ſalem and Fndah ſhall be deftroyed becanſe they have burned Incenſe unto all 
the Hoſt of Heaven, and have poured ont drink,Offerings wito other Gods. So: 
Zephaniah 1. 5, God threatens to deſtroy the Worſhipers of Baal, end 
of the Hoſt: of Heaven: And laſtly, St. Stephen in his laſt Speech upbraiding 
the Jews with their Idolatry, ſays, that God gave them up to worſhip the 
Hoſt of Heaven, 

So evident is the Praftical Norzon of 1dolatry, through the whole Series 
* of Scripture, that it. was the worſbiping the Heavenly Bodies as the /«- 

preme Deities, or as fob emphatically expreſſes it, Chay, 31, ver 26, If } _,

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beheld the Sun when t ſhined, or the Moon walking in vrightrnejs, and my bears 
hath been ſecretly enticed, or my month hath kiſſed my hand, this alſo were an 
iu1quity ro be puniſhed by the- Fudge, for 1 ſhould have demed the moſt High 
God 


What can be more plain than this definition of Idolatry, that it is the 
worſhip of the San and Moen,becauſe it would have excluded the worſhip 
due only to the moſt High God? And the very word that we commor ly 
tranſlate Images in general, ſignifies properly 7:ages of the Sw. Thus, 
Levit. 26, 30. God threatens them, 7 will deſtroy your Images, as we tranſ- 
late it; but in the Hebrew your Chamanin,, i,.e, linages of the S»n. So, 
2 Ehron. Ch 34, v, 7. And fo it is ſet ſometimes in the margine evenin the 
Engliſh Tranſlation { or Sun [mages 7] as Iſaiah 17. 8- Ezth 6. 4. 

And ſo all learned men of all Nations, all Rel:gions, ever underſtood 
the old Notion of Idolatry, till this laſt age,when fully and paſſion caſt it 

k | at any thing that peeviih men were angry with. $0 

Fore Nevoch. Rabbi Maimen, the moſt learned and judicious of the 

Lib. 3. Jewiſh DoCtors, diſcourſes at large, that the ancient 

ff Idolatry 'was nothing but the Religion of the Eaſtern 

Nations, who acknowledge no other Deities but the Stars, among whom 

the Sun was ſupreme, in Oppoſirson to which falſe Principle, he ſays, God 
enaCted the Law of Moſes. 

This was the ſenſe of all the other old Heathen Nations, as may be ſeen 
at large in Eu/ebi«s's ColleCtions of their ſeveral Opinions 1a his firſt and 
third Book of the Preparation of the Goſpel, where he.proves, that the an- 
cient Heathens worſhiped onrly the Scars, without any Notion of Heroes & 
Demons, The ſame is atteſted by all the Hiſtorians ; by Diodorus Siculus 
of the Eryprians, by Herodorus of the Perſians and Chaldeans, by Strabo and 
Fuſiin of the Arabians, by Ceſar of the Germans ;, ſo Macrobins, in his firſt 
Book S.zturnal, proves it of all the ancient Idolaters, that it was the wor- 
ſhip of the Sun as the ſupreme Deity. So in the ancient Hymn to Fup;e 
ter aſcribed to 'Orphexs, it is the Sun only that is all along ador'd, 

In ſhort, io all learned men' interpret all the ſeveral Idols that we read 
of in the holy Scriptures; particularly thoſe two learned Proteſtants, 
Mr: Selder, in his learned Book De Diis Syris ; and Gerard Voſs, de 1d9- 
lolatrs, proves all the Idols mentioned in Scrip:ure to have been only £9 
many ſeveral appellations of the Sun, whom the arcient Idolaters beliey?d 
to have been the ſupreme Ged and Creator of the World, as Baa/, Bal 
Peor, Bel, Moloch, Dagon, Baalzebub, Mythras, &c. In 2 word, the 
whole Nation of the Critiques, that agree in nothing elſe, are unani.nous 
here; tho indeed the thing ig.ſo evident in all the Accounts, Hiſtories and . 
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Deſcriptions of the Antient Idoliatry, that it is to me the greateſt aſto-< 
niſh neat in the World, that Men ſhould apyly ir to any other- purpoſe. 

| know there was another fort of 1dolarry'introduced afterward , the 
Worſbrp of Mer and Women, but I fiad no ſuch Pratice in the Scriptures, 
but take it to have been much more modern, and a meer Iavention of the 
yain and lying Greeks, but whenſoever it came in, it was grafted upon the 
old Stock; of giving the Worſhip of the ſupreme God, not only to created 
but to mortal Bemgs. 

Hzre it were cake to wander intoa large Field of Mythologick Myſtery 
but beſides that, I take-all Mythology ro be much more Fable than the li- 
teral Fable ir ſelf. 1 have reſolved to confine my ſelf to the Information 
of the holy Scriptures, from whence, as we have the moſt infallible Teſti- 
mony that can be had, ſo in this caſe we can have no other, alt other wri- 
tings whatſoever being by ſome Thouſands of Years too modern to give 
any Account from their own knowledge of thoſe Antient-Times 

And for a more accurate account of this,[ ſhall refer the Reader to that 
admirable Book of Dr. Spencers, concerning the Jewiſh Laws and the 
Reaſons of chem, 1a which he proves eyery Minute Circumltance of the 
ri.ual and ceremonial Law to have been enaCted only for the prevention 
of 1dolatry or Sun-Worſhip, There any Gentleman that delights in antient 
Learning. may have his glut of Pleaſure and SatisfaCtion ; for belide the 
great Compas and Variety of Police Literature, he hath brought Wit +, 
Senſe, Reaſon and Ingenuity into the Synagrgue. I will only exemplifie 
the thing in ſome few Particulars. 

Thefrſt is the Inſtitution of ſome Rites peculiar to God's own Wor. 
ſhip, both as a Bar to preſerve them from any other Worſhip, in which 
thoſe Rites were not us'd, and as an Obligation ro bind them the faſter ro 
their Duty to himſelf ; among theſe the chiefeſt are Circumciſion and, 
the Sabbath, which he inſtirured, as it were, the :ws Sacraments of the 
Jewiſh Religion, or the Worſhip of the Creator of Heaven and Farth, to * 
diſtinguiſh them from their Neighbour Nations, who Worſhip only 
his Creatures, 

With Circumciſion God fign*d his Covenant with Abraham, which was 
the firſt Revelation of himſelf againſt Idolatry, and the Foundation of the 
whole Moſaick Law, which was ſeaPd to, by this ſacred Rite-of Circam- 
ciſion; {o that without it, they were eſteemed no better than Idolaters, and 
an ani'cunciſed Man ſignifies no leſs than an Heathen, |

obſerves, not reaſonably to be underſtood of infants, but of men grown to 
years of underſtanding, whoſe Parents had negl:Qed that Office in their 
infancy, and therefore if they did not ſupply that defe&t, when they came 
to age, it was looked upon as renouncing the worſhip of the true God, of 
which this was the firſt Sacramen--or Ceremony of admiſſion into the Jew- 
- ih Church, which alone profeſs'd it, and that is the feaſon of St. Fau/s 
Ailertion, Gal. 5. 3- Every man that is circamciſed, is a debtor to do the whole 
Law, i. e. he that willingly and knowingly undergoes this iniciating Cere- 
mony, by vertue of that he obliges himſelf ro the obſervation of the whole 
Aoſatch, Law, and all things commanded writ, 
And for this reaſon no Proſelyte was admitted to the Paſchal Feſtival,the 
moſt ſacred ſolemnity of the Jewiſh Religion, without Cir- 
Exod.12.48. cumciſion, When a ſtranger ſhall ſojourn with thee, and will 
keep the Paſſover to the Lord, let all his males be circumciſed, 
and then let him come near, and keep it, and ht ſhall be as one that is born in the 
Land; for no uncircumciſed perſon (hall eat thereof. 

This ſeems to bz the meaning of. that: paſſage, Foſhua 5. 9. when God 
commanded 7oſhua to circumciſe all the people that were born in the wil- 
derneſs, and that indeed is all then living; for thoſe that came out of Egypr 
were dead,and when Joſhua had done it,God tells him, T his day have I rolled 
away the Reproach of Egypt frem off you ;, the Reproach of Egypr was their 

[dolatry, which they had now renounced by the Sacrament 
: Xfac. ri, of Circumciſfion. And accordingly in. the perſecution of 
V.lg.q48. Antiochas Epiphanes to aboliſh the Jewiſh Religion, and eſta- 
60,61. bliſh Jdolatry, the Jews are commanded to leave their chil. 

dren uncircumcis'd ; and the Apoſtates endeavoured to blot - 
out the marks of their Circumciſion ; and certain women that had taken 
care to circumciſe their children, were pur ro death, and the infants hanged 
aboxt therr necks. T hat was the diſtin@ive mark through all ages between 
a worfhiper of the true God and an Idolater. So that it was the ſame 
thing, not to be circumciſed, and to apoſtatiſe to Idolatry. 
' The ſecond, and indeed the greateſt Bar of ail againſt /dolatry, was 
the Inftirution of the Sabbath in memory of God's Creation of the whole 
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red as fundamental an Article in the Jewiſh Church, as the Do@rine oft 
the Cro/s im the Chriſtian, becauſe all other Articles of their Religion de» 
pended upon the belief of their God's Creation of the world. *. + + 
"" And therefore when God had given Moſes a compleat body of Las for 
his own worſhip, he ratifies, and as-it were compriſes them all in a vehe<- 
ment and reiterated prefling that.one Law of the Sabbathy, Exod. 3 t:w,12. 
to the end of the Chapter, And affer the children of 1/rael had commir- 
ted Idolatry in worſhiping the Golden Calf, for which God had for fome 
time caſt them off, he is at laſt prevailed upon by Afoſes to renew hisCo« 
venant with them upon a aew ContraCct. Firſt, that they worſhip none 
of the Gods of the Heathen Nations, nor ever uſe aay of their Rires and 
Ceremonies. And then that they be more careful to obſerve the Pafover 
and the Sabbath, Exod. 34. 12. | 
And the obſervation of the Sabbath is again enforced in the very begin 
Ting of the next Chapter, as the Bond and Epitome of the whole Law; 
Hnd Moſes gathered all the Congregation of the Children of Iſrael together, 
and ſaid unto them, theſe are the words which the Lord hath commanded that 
ſhould do them, Six days ſhall work be done, but on the ſeventh day there fhall be 
r0 you an Holy Day, a Sabbath of reſt to the Lord, whoſoever doth work therein 
ſhall be put to death; as if the Sabbath alone were the whole Law according 
to that Saying of the T'almnd, Whoſecver denies the Sabbath, denies the whole 
Law. Becauſe that's an acknowledgment of the Creator of the World; 
as the Author of the Afoſaick Law. And for that reaſon the Almighty ups | 
on all occaſions ſtiles himſelf in Scripture, Creator of Heaven and Earth, q 
which we (improperly enough) tranſlate Poſſefor of Heaven and Earth; 
and indeed the Biſtory of the Creation it ſelf, and the whole Pentatench 
ſeem to have been written on purpoſe to preveut [dolatry, or the worſhip 
of Created Beings ; and therefore Moſes doth not ſet down the Creation 
of the Univerſe in groſs, but of every part by it ſelf, particularly of the 
-Stin, Moon, and Stars. And that is in it ſelf a ſufficient ſ:curity- againſt 
giving them that were meer creatures, the worfhip that is only due to'the 
Creator. 
»* And this ſeems to be the reaſon of the particular form of wards in the 
fourth Commandment, Remember the Sabbath day re keep it holy, for in fie 
days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, and reſted the ſeventh day? As if-he 
had faid, be ſure that you be particularly mindful of this Commandment 
of the Sabbath above all ethers, for it is a Day dedicated to the eternat 
memory of the Creation, and therefore enjoyn'd to be obſery*d every fe- 
venth day, that'it may continually bring to miad that great work, and 
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|. 4" And from heace ic is that the Precepts of not worſhiping 1dols, and 
: Dbſcrving the Sabbath, are fo frequently coupled together in the Scrip-= 
-rures, as if they were inſeparable. Exod, 23. 12, 13. Six days thou ſbalt 
"wo rhy-work, and on the ſeventh day thou ſhalt reft, and make no mention of the 
"Niemes of other Gods,neither let them be heard out of thy mouth. Levit. 1 9. 34» 
'Fe ſhall keep my Sabbaths, 1 am Fehovah your God ;, turn ye not unto Idols, nor 

' naks 18 your ſelves molten Gods : 1 am the Lord your God. Levir. 26. 1, 2, 
Fe ſhall make ye no 1dols, ye ſhall lgep my Sabbaths. Ezek. 20. 18, 26. Walk. 
ye 20t in the Statues of your Fathers, nor defile your ſelves with your Idols, and 
hollow my Sabbaths that are for a ſign between you and me, that you may know 
that 1 am Jehovah your God ;_ for their hearts went after their 1gols : 10 v.24. 

Whey polluted my Sabbaths. 

_ And as theſe Commands are fo frequently joyned together, ſo is the vio- 
tation of them, as if they conld not be parted, Exch. 20, 16. T hey polluted 
"wy Sabbaths, and their eyes were after their Fathers Idols. And King Abaz, 
"when he {et up Idolatry, he in contempt turn*d the Covert for the Sabbath 
Soi " out of the Houſe of the Lord. 1 Mac, 1.44. And many of the 
'2 King. 1&. people conſented to rhe command of the King, and ſacrificed 
18. #6 Idols; and prophaned the Sabbath. So neceflary was it for 
the obfervation of the Sabbath, and the'worſhip of the true 

God, to run the ſame fate, or ſtand and fall together; becauſe the Sabbath 
was inftituted in memory of the Creation of the World by the true God; 
-and therefore the belief and obfervation of it was an apen defiance to all 
4eolatry, as th= Pſalinift joyns them together, F/al..96- 5, Al the Gads of 

the Heathens are Idols, but the Lord made the Heavens, 

"And this is the diſtinfive charaCter that God hath given between hit» 
felf the only true God, and the Heathen Idols or Vanities; 
Fer. 10, 11, The Gods that have not made the Heavens and the Earth ſball 
"I. periſh from the Earth, and from under the Heavens, The Lord 
hath made the Earth by bis power, be hath framed the Univerſe 
Sy his wiſdow, and bath ftretched our the Heavens by his diſcretion. 

*Now the Obſervation of the Sabbath, as inſtituted in honour of the in« 
"viſible Creator of the viſible or material World, 'being the fundamental 
Article of Faith in the Jewiſh Church, in oppoſi:jon to Idolatry, or giving 
«the worſhip of the ſupreme Deity to created Beings, it is for that reaſon 
" more frequently recited than any other Law, and its breach as ſcyercly 
* puniſhed as I&olatry it ſelf ; the recital of this Tommand is almoſt half 
* of tht Law and the Prophets, and the violation of it certain death, as a 

- <+crimeof the ſame nature with Idolatry ir Telf. So evident is it throngh 
| -the whole Series of ſacred Hiſtory that the Sabbarb was inſticuted

« [dotatry and gave the worſhip of the ſupreme God to the Sax, and wit- 
« der him to the Heavens, Earth, Moon, Srars. And therefore when Gad 
* delivered them out of their Egyptian Bondage, to bring them te the 
« promif:d Land, he premgnneny commands them to difcard all their 
« Egyptian Errors;but becauſe there was need of an evident fign,by which 
& they ſhould, as it were, be forced to confeſs, that Heaven was made by 
« his Almighty Power; and that the Sun, Moon and Stars, and all other. 
« Beings,were the works of his hands,he commands the Feftival of theSub- 
& bath as a Memorial and Imitation of himſelf and his work; and therefore 
& they that devote themſelves to reit astheir Creator reſted, by that ac- 
& knowledge, that all ather things were the produQ of his power ; ard 
<« that is thenatural deſign of the Sabbath Reft,to affett them with a ſenſe 
© of the ſupreme Deity, or Creator of all things 

In the ſecond place, a very great and confiderable part ofthe Meoſaick 
Lzw wasenaQted, purely in oppoſition tothe ald Heathen Rites and Cu- 
ſtoins Here 1 omir the [dolatry of the Zabii, ſo much of Late inſiſted 
upon by learned Men, becauſe | find no antient Footſteps of any ſuch Peo- 
ple in the World. ; 

The Mahometan Arabic Writers are the firſt that make any mention of 
them, and their Divinity ( as the Arabian: deſcribe ir) is a meer Fanatick 
Rhapſody of Chaldai/m, or Aſtrologick [dolatry, Fud3iſm, or the Hiftory of 
the Patriarch turned into Fables; Gnofticiſm, or the Worſhip of Demons & 
Angels; t ythagoriſm, or turning all thing into Allegories, and therefare 
muſt be of a much younger Date than Chriſtianity, _ 

The firſt time weread of them, is in the Alchorar, and - Mabomer gives 
them that name of Zabii, becauſe they lay Eaſtward from Arabia, for fo 
the Word fignifics Eaferlings: ju gh probably from a Fanatick . Imi» _ 
_— þ| : —_ 
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- Extion-of the Old Teſtament, that frequently and commonly ftyles the 
Heathen Idolaters by the Title of the Mex of the Eaſt, 1. e. Chaldeans,who 
were ſituated Eaſtward of Fadea, 

After him we have no 2ccount of any fuch Nation as the Za#, till a- 
bout eight hundred years ſince. For the Prophet and his barbarous fol- 
lowers, as they conquered, deſtroyed all monuments of Learning, till be- 

ing ſetled in Peice and Empire, (as is the manner of all Barbarians) they 
betook themſelves to the humour of Learning, and tranſlated Books out 
of other Languages, not only Greek, and Latin, but of their neighbour 
Nations into their own Tongue. 

This is the moſt ancient Account, after all the noiſe that has been made 
of their extreme Antiquity, that we have of any Zabi«n Writers ; ſo that 
Etting that modern Nation aſide, the Ae/aick Rites were inſtituted in op= 
poſition to the more ancient Idolatry of their neighbour Nations, parti- 

cularly the Egyptians and the Canaamtes, of whom thete was moſt danger 
_ by reaſon of their late converfation with the one, and their new conver- 
fation with the other. And therefore againſt theſe God arms them with 
- a ſpecial caution, Lev, 1$. 3. After the doings of the Land of Egypt, where- 
in ye dwelt ſhall ye not do; and after the doings of the Land »f: Canaan, whe- 
ther 1 bring yoa, ſhall ye not do ;, neither ſhall ye walk in their Ordinances. 

This contrariety of the Jews to the Laws and Cuſtoms of all other Na- 
tions is made uſe of by Haman to King Ahaſneras to procure their deſtru- 
Qion; Efth. 3, 8, And Haman ſaid anto King Ahafuerns, there js a certain 
people ſcattered abroad,and difperſed among the people in all the Provinees of thy 
Kingdom, and their Laws are divers from all people, neither keep they the Kings 
Laws ;, and therefore it is not for the King*s mtereſt to ſuffer them, If it 
pleaſe the King, let it be written that they. may be deſtroyed, 

This is perpetually objefted by- danetho the Egyprian Prieſt againſt the 

* Jews, that they aimed at nothing {6 much in the Rites of their 

Hift. 1. 5. Religion, as to affront and refleCt defiance upon the Egyptian 
devotion. And ſo T acitss his account of them is this; Mo- 

ſes nt fibi jn poſterum Tudeorum gentem firmaret, noves ritus contrarie/que cate- 
ris mortalibus tndidit , Prophana illis onnia, que apud n0s ſacra;, rurſum con- 
ceſſa apnd illos, que nobis inceſta, Moſes, that he might the better confirm the 
Jewiſh Nation to himſelf, inflituted new Rites, contrary to the cuſtoms of the 
reſt of Mankind; what is moſt. ſacred with us, is moſt profane with them ;, and 
that with ns is eſteemed moſt abominable,is allowed ts them as lawful & innocent. 
This is the-certain ground of- that known univerſal contempt and ha- 
tred of all other Nations againſt the Jews : And fo that paſſage in Fere- 
zigh, Cap. 12, Y. 9. is epplicd by Grotjus to, the Jews, ine Heritage is 
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Mnto MEAS 4 my” Bird, the Birds romnd about ber art againſt bir: Mine In- 
beritance is become like « ftrange Bird, and is purſued by all the Birds of the 
Field; As when ® Bird of a ſtrange Colour, happens to confort with other 
Birds, it is natural for them all to ſer upon it; and this was the caſe of the 
Jewes in reference to all their Neighbour Nations. , 

It were an endleſs work to recite all the Rires peculiar to-the Jews,and 
inſtiruted in contra diftion to the Cuſtoms of their Neighbours, when ina _ 7 
is the only reaſon that rans through almoſt all their Law, even to the _ 
boiling ofa Kid or Lamb in its Dams Milk; to the ſowing of divers ſeeds 
together; young with an Ox and an Aſs; wearing Linſey Woolley, &c,. 
And therefore [ ſhall only inſtance in two remarkable particulars, | 

The Inſtirution of the Paſsover; Andthe Law againſt Sacrificing in High 
+ rw , both which.are enjoyn'd as alt effectual Remedies jagainlt >} 

olatry. : 

The Paſsover was the firſt Law inſtituted by God, at, - Exod, 12. 3» 
or upon. their Deliverance out of Egypr, in the Tenth 
of this Month, they ſhall take to them every Man a Lamb, a Male of the firſt - 
Year, according to the Houſe of their Fathers. In the Obſervation of this 
great Solemniry, as it is there preſcribed, every the moſt minute Cir- 
cumſtance is an expreſs defiance to the Egyptian Follies. Firſt the Paſchal 
Lamb must be a Male a year old, that is a young Ram; and that was the 
greateſt Afﬀront that could be put upon the'Eg ypriers, that held a Ram 
not only in-religious eſteem, but the moſt Sacred of all'their Holy Animals 
in more antient times, as the Symbol of the Sun entring-the Sign Aries, 
and begining the New Year: And afterwards of Fupiter Ammon,. whom + 
the Greeks planted upon the Stock of the old Egyptian Idol of the Sun. 

Now uponthe account of the Sarredneſs of theſe Animals, they never 
offered any of their Species in Sacrifice. And hence when 
Pharoal bid Moſes go Sacrifice to the Lord in the Land Exod. $,. 28,. 
of. Egypt; Moſes anſwers, that they dare not , Becauſe 
it would be an Abomination to the Egyptians, /o that they, would fone 
them ; that is , it would be a prophaneſs and' open Aﬀrent 
to.the Religion of the Egyptians if they ſhould offer in Sacrifice (accord- 
ing to the custom of their Fore fathers) rhqſe very Animals that the” E- 
£yptians had conſecrated to the Honour of their Gods. And for the ſame 
reaſon they are commanded to Sacrifice the Paſsover with 
a young} Bullock, as well as a young Ram, out of the Flock Deut. 16. 24 
or out of. the Herd, as the Scripture expreſles it. And 
when King Yoſiah kept, after a' Torg intermiſſion, a 2 Chron, 25 7, 

most ſolemn Paſsover, befides Luywbs and Kids, be 1. 
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' - _ "Now nexttoa Ram the Bullock was the moſt ſacred of all the holy A- 
pimals, and therefore made the ſecond Sign in the Zodiack. And therefore 
when the Greeks, or later Egyptians, gave the firſt ſymbol to Fupirer Ame 
. mon, their ſupreme God, they gave the ſecond to Oſyris.by them common. 
ty called Apss (not underſtanding that that word only fignified the Image, 


not the Deity,) ſo that here Tacztxs his malice js not much. in the wrong ;

Bur the moſt obſervable circumſtance in this whole Solemnity, is the

till the fourteenth, becauſe on the tenth day, on which 

the Sun entred the Sign Aries, began the great Feſtival of Aries, or the 

New Year ; ſo that beginning the Jewiſh Paſsover at the ſame time, it was

And for the ſame reaſon a Cow that was ſacred to //is,or rather to ſome 

more ancient Deity, I ſuppoſe the A4oorn, was commanded to 

Num, 19, bedriven out of the Camp, aad burnt as an unclean Beaſt ; 

and ſo becauſe the Egyptians addrefled their worſhip to a 

Goat, as the ſymbol of ſome Deicy, probably the Sur.in that Sign, God 

commanded the Jews to make uſe chiefly of Goats in their Expiatory Sa. 

crifices, and particularly the Scape Goat, laden with all the Sins, and all 

the Curſes of the people ; and hence the /fraelires were 

Levit. 17 7. firitly forbidden to ſacrifice to Goats, which we tranſlate

But to return to the Paſchal Ram, all the circumſtances of the inſtitu- 
tion carry a remarkable fignificancy in them : Thas when they are com- 
- manded to beſmear the Side-poſts, and upper Door-poſts or Lintal of 
every houſe : What could have been a more publick contempt of the E- 
gyptian Religion, when by ir they declared, that the —_— _—_ that 
had prov'd it ſelf by ſo many miracles and judgments, lally this laſt 
in the death of the Firſt- born, commanded to put all manner of contem 
upon thoſe creatures thaz were conſecrated to the worthip of their Gods, 
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and to leave thoſe bloody Poſts to the Egypriens, 43 Monuments of their 
baffled Deities ? | 
And tho | have no Reverence to the Authority of the Jewiſh Rabbies 
in the account of antient times, being not only very trifling,but very mo- 
dern Writers; yet there is cited an excellent Pafl & oi of R. Abraham

© The Egyptians began the computation of ther Months from the time that the

« Month; and wheres the Egyptians ſpared their Cattle, and durft not fo

So again they are commanded not to eat the Paſchal Ram raw, in op- 
poſition to the Cuſtoms of the antient and barbarons Heathen Nations, 
who eat all their Sacrifices raw, eſpecially ar their figning of Covenants 
and Treaties of Peace;and that is the original Reaſon of the Command to 
abſtaia from blood. 

Then it isto be eaten in owe Houſe, not to be eaten abroad in folema 
Pomp and Proceſkon, as the Heathen Prieſts did their raw Sacrifices. Nor 
& Bone of it to be broaken, becauſe the Heathen Prieſts in their pretended 
holy Rage were wont to tear their Sacrifices in pieces with their Teeth. 
The Head with the Legs and Purtenance to be eaten, becauſe the Heathens 
only eat the Yiſcera, or Inwerds, nothing of it ro remain till the Morning leſt 
it ſhould be.abugd to ſuperſtitions nfes, as the Heathens did the Relicks 
of their Sacrifices, who ſold theur to the Peopte as a Charm | againſt Diu 
eaſes and ill Lock. 

All which circomſtances are moſt particularly remakable in the Bacches. 
walia, or great Feſtival of Bacchus, that the Greeks ſtole out. of Egypr, as 
well as all their other Superſtitions, as the moſt learned of them confeſs: 
And concerning the Bacchenetia in particular, Herodotus tells ns by whom

fo ſtri&ly obſerv'd. And this is particularly objeted by Manetho''the 
Egyptians againſt the Jews, that they were not content only to ' deſtroy 
their «0x {-4, their conſecrated Animals, but conſumed them by Fire, as it 
were burning their Gods in Effigie, 
* Theſe are the great Reaſons, why the Divine Law-giver laid fo much 
ſtreſs upon this Solmanity, and all the circumſtances belonging to it, when 
it was the grand Diagnoſtick, or diftingaiſhing CharaQer between the 
'Worſhipers of the true God, and of created Deities. 

And therefore upon all Apoſtafies of the People from their Religion, it 
was the Cuſtom of their pious Princes to recall them, by reviewing and 
ing (6 Laws of the paſchal Feſtival. So Foſab, when he ſet himſelf 
to aboliſh all Relicks of /dolarry,and eſtabliſh-theWorſhip of the true God 
for ever: He commanded all the People , ſaying, Keep the Paſiover unto the” 
Lord your God, as it is written in the Book of the Covenant. Surely there was 
not belden ſach a Paſcover from the days of the Fudges that Fudged Iſrael, nor 
. of the Kings of Tudea, 

That was ai undenyable Proof of their compleat Reformation, - _ - 

2, The ſecond Law enjayn'd in oppoſition to Egyptian Idolatry, is that 
againſt ſacrificing upon High Places, which were Egyptian Altars built 
in the form of High Towers, that they might make gearer approaches to 
the $»r in their Devotions. And therefore God, on the' contrary, com- 
mands'the 7ſraclires to ſacrifice to himſelf upon a low Altar of Earth , 
Exod, 20: 24, 26. without ſteps or ſtairs; which Laws were given either 
with; or, immediately after the Ten Commandments, as it ſeems of equal 
. weight with them, | 

So that to offer Sacrifices upon High Places, is always repreſented in 
Scripture as a very high ACt of /dolarry; and to deſtroy the High Places in 
Scripture. as an eminent AQ of Reformation, which myſt be underſtood of 
- Towers, not, of Mountains, that are not ſo eaſily, demoliſhed, So Levir, 

26. 30, I will deſtroy yaur High Places, and cut down your Images, [or Cha- 
manim 7] «1d caft your Coe upon the C arcaſes of your Idols, and my Soul 
ſhall abher you. So Numbers+22, 41 Balack took Balaam and brought him xp 
Into the High Places, or Pillars, as the Septuagint always render it by 
53>», of Baal , that thence he might ſee the utmoſt part of the People. So 
Numb, 33. 52. Te ſhall drive ont all the Inhabitants of the Land before you, 
deſtroy all their Pifkures and Molten Images, and pluck, down all ther High 
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In the Hiſtorical and Prophetick Writings, Idelatry is almoſt every 
whereexpreſt by Sacrificing or Worſhiping in High Flaces., The Idol Prieſts 
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This, ſays Herodotus, was the received cuſtom of the ancient Nations? 
and of this nature were the Egyptian Pyramids; and that which is Ty 
ſtanding is built in the form of an Altar, 5 e. a four ſquare Plane, ten cu» 
bits broad on every ſide, (not as-it is vulgarly ſuppos'd, a Point or Spire} 
to which the Prieſt advanced by 250 Aſcents, which Herodotss, that views 
ed them abore 2000 years ago, ſays, were fo many leſſer Alrars. 'But that 


the Pyramids were ſuppoſed in the more polite times, - to have been ants 
eat Altar, is evident-from that known Verſe of Lucan. |

Votaque Pyramidum celſas ſoluuntur ad Aras. 

There are Monuments of this ancieat cuſtom ſtill remaining in the 
Weſt-Indjes. Gage in his Survey, deſcribes ſuch a Tower in the middle of 
the great Temple at Adexico, of an 180 Aſcents, where their Prieſts offer= 
<d all their Sacrifices. Tt 

In ſhort, the people of 1/rael were 1o fond of theſe High Alters, that 
fome Princes, who would have demoliſht them as pieces of [dolatry, were 
forced to perſiſt for fear of popular Tumults and Se- 
ditions, So 4/4 in his Reformation, when he burnt 1 King. 15, 145 
their Idols, could not remove their High Places.” So ily; * 
Fehoaſh could do every thing, but remove the High - 1 King. 22, 4% 
Places, So Amazich was forced to leave them behind 2-Kjzng. 12: 3% 
him . So his Son Azari«b: and when they were de- Chap. 14. 4+ 
moliſhed by Hezekgab, and ſome of the more pious Chap. 15. 4+ 
Princes, they were ever firſt reſtored at the -peoples 
return to Iavlatry. | 

Aad agreeable to what is here repreſented is the Reaſon annexed to the 
Divine Law, left ye diſcover your nakedneſs ;, which words, tho they may 
be literally taken, yet according to the language of Scripture in this mat- 
ter, they have a much higher meaning, 5, e. left you commit /dolarry or A 
dultery with other Gods, and expoſe your ſhame and nakedaeſs by playing 
the Harlot upon your High Places: Theſe two fhings, /dolatry and Aduls 
tery being ſo frequently joyned together in Scripture, as the ſame Crime. 

Thus far, to mention no more, it pleaſed God to provide againſt /do« 
latry, by enaCting ſpecial Laws in direCt oppoktion to the Heathen Rites. 

When God had caſhier*d the more rank and notorious afts of Heathen 
Worſhip, he retained ſome of their more innocent Rites, eſpecially thoſe 
that were derived from the ancient Patriarchs, before the later corrup= 
tions were crept in, leſt if God had given a Law altogether new, and abo» 
liſhed all their.old Cuftoms, People that are always fond of the Uſage: F 
of their Fore-fathers, ſhould rather have revolted to the Heathen tdgla+: _ 
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try,than ſibmit themſelves to ſuch a new and uncouth Religion; and there. 
fore out of condeſcenſion to their rudeneſs -and weakneſs, God permitted 
them to retain ſeveral of their former Rites and Ceremonies in his new 
worſhip, that by that Indulgence he might win them more eaftly to em« 
brace his new Inſtitution. | | 

And this ſeems to be the Grammatical Senſe of St. Pauls Expreſſion, 
Ads 13. 18.: That God ſuffered their manners in the Wilderneſs forty years, 
where the word reorwbzir /xffered, is taken from the ufe or language of mo« 
thers or nurſes, that are forced to humour and comply with the little fol. 
Hes.of their children by any way to pleaſe them. 

In alluſion to this word, God was pleaſed to expreſs his Treatment of 
the Children of 1ſrael, who knowing the weakneſs of their rude and chil- 
diſbunderftandings, permitted and indulged them to enjoy not a few of 
their former conceits together with his own Divine Law. 

And io Moſes lets ther know in his farewel Speech; Det. t. 3t. That 
the Lord had all along born with them as a Father doth with his child. And ſo. 


' Grativs paraphraſes that paſſage of St. Paul, Gal. 4. 3. When we were chil- 


drev,we were in bondage nnder the Elements of the World, i. &. fays he, we were 
gndet ſubje&ion to thoſe Rites and Uſzges that were common to' vs with 
the' teſt 6f the World, as Temples, Mtars, Sacrifices, New Moons, to which 
he might have added, Oblations of 'Firſt Fruits, Purifications, Feſtival $9- 
lemmities, Tubarnatles, Dedication of Temhs, the Ark; the Cherubim or Ter. 
phi (for they are promiſcuouſly uſed in Scripture, and are of. very anci- 
ent uſe - ) Theſe, and the like old cuſtoms were enjoyned the people of 
1/racl, leſt for want of then they ſhould relapſe to. /aoletry. 729 
And becabſctheſe enſtoms-were cormimon 'to the Jews with the reſt of 
the world, therefore they are called'the Eletnents of the world, and weak:

Fhat they were Statues or Images js out of doubt by their deſcription, 
but of, what particular form is matter of Controverſy among learned 
Men.z. tho what ever they were, I am not concerned ; it is enough that 
they were Images vſcd in the worſhip of God, and rhen the uſe of Images

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one had four faces, the firſt Face was the fact of s 
Chernb, the ſecand the face of a Man, the third of a Lyon, and the fourth of ap 
. And as an Ox or 2 Cherwb was uſed by the Antients as a Symbol 
of m—_—_ _ _— = _— _ they to ſignifie the 
thiog it ſelf; ſo God tells the King of Tyre, that he was Ex.

And for this reaſon were theſe ſacred Images over the Ark , as 
the Symbols or Hieroglyphicks,or to repreſent the Preſence of the Divine 
Majeſty; ſo that as the Ark is ſtyled God's Foor-ftool, the Cherubims are

* Oxcs or Builocks Thighes and Feet, As they are delcribed 1a thefore cited 

Chapters of Ezekje/,1., & 10. And to this no doubr Sr. John alludes in his 
Viſion of the four Beaſts, Rev, 4. 6,7. Round about the Throne were four 
Beaſts; and the firſt Beaſt was like a Lyon, and the ſecond like a Calf, and the 
third hid a fack, as a Han, and the fourth was like a flying Eagle. And they 
aft not day and night, ſaywmg Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God: Almighty, which 
was, and 1s, and is to come. 

In Allufion, *cis no doubt, to the repreſentation of the immediate Di» 
vine Preſence in the Ark by the Cherubims- , that were made up of theſe 
' four Beaſts, that were probably pitcht upon, becauſe of that great pre- 

heminence that they hokd above all other Orders of Creatures, A Man for * 
Underſtanding, an Eagle for ſwifcneſs, a Lyon-and a Bull for Strength. 

.> But whatever they were, they were ſacred Images fet up by God him- 
felf in the place of his own. worſhip; and he was ſo far from forbidding 
the uſe of Images in it, that he would not be worſhiped without them. 

This is the true account of /dslary, as it is Rated in the Scripture from 
the grand Deſign of the MMoſaick Law, to reſtore the Worſhip of the true 

invihble God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth, in oppoſition to the I. 
dols, or Created Deities of the Heathen World, and by all wife Arts and 
Metheds.co keep them loyal to himRlf; And this gives us the Frue Ratio. 
nate of the Moſaick Law, ia which every particular Rite had ſome regard 
to Idolatry. So thatthe Breach'of any.one ceremonial Law was a. degree 
of it; and-to boil a Kid in its Mothers Milk was /dolatry, as well as to of 

. fer Sacrifice to the Sun, becauſe the Heathens uſed that form of Ceremony 

In the Worſhip of that God. ©. _ - | 

God did not think it fofficient for their ſecurity to forbid them the 

Worſhip of this falſe God, but every minute Circumſtance that belonged 
to it, leſt by degrees they might be reconciled to it. And therefore God 
calls himſelfnpon all occaſions a jealers God, and often times a jealous 
Husband, to let them know, that they muſt not only avoid Idolatry it ſelf 
burall the leaſt appearancesand ſuſpicions of it by Heathen Compliances. 

Now if we compare this-antient Idottry of the Jews, with that of late 

charged by ſome men ppon +all- Chriſtians of the Roman :;Commuanion ,

Alt which are repreſented to the People as Crimes of the ſame Natune 
with theold Egyptian Idclatry. 

But as to the firſt, the uſe of Images in the Worſhip of God, I cannot 
but admire at the Confidence of theſe Men, to make 10 
bold a Charge againſt them in general, when the Ilma- Exod, 25 22. 
g's ofthe Cherubim were commanded by God himſelf. 

They were the moſt ſolemn and ſacred part of the Jewiſh Religion; and 
therefore; tho Images, ſo far from Idolatry, that God made them the Seat 
of his Preſence, anU from between them delivered his Oracles ; fo that 
ſomething more is required to make /dolarry, than the uſe of Images. 

This Inſtance is to.plain and obvious to every. Reader, there being no- 
thing more r: markable in all the old Teſtament, than the Honour done. 
to the Cherubim, that *tis a much greater wonder to me, that thoſe Men, 
who advance the ObjcCtion of Idolatry ſogroundleſly, can fo ſlightly rid 
themſelves of ſo pregnant a Proof againſt it, 

It is.objeCted, I remember, by a learned Adverfary, to Dr. Sr. of , 
the great Founder of this, andall other Arnticarholique , the 1delatry 
and Antichriſtian, and uncharitable Principles among us z of the Chureb 
but he turnsir off ſo careleſly, as if ic were not worth of: Kome 
his Notice. Firf, That.they only direfted their Wor-. 
ſhip cowards the Images. Yea, they did ſo, as the Symbols of: God's .Pre- 
ſence, and that is to Worſhip God by Images, or to give the ſame Signs of 
Reverence to his Repreſentations, as to Himſelf. And therefore when Da- 
vid exhorts the People to give Honour to the Ark, he ſays, #29=#p*ire boy 
dowa to, or worſhip his Foorftool, for it , or He, is Holy. 4 

And if ſo much outward Worſhip may be given to Images, as Symbols 
of the Diviene preſence, it is enough to juſtifie it. But however the thing 
ſtands, the caſe ofall Images is the ſame, and a Roman Catholique may 
make the ſame Plea forhis Church, as this Author does for the, Jews;. and 

if he acceptit in one Caſe, he cannotRefuſe it in a nother, or if he does, 
he will giye but little Proof of his Integrity.

But the ſecond reply is much more curions and metaphyſical , That 
the Cherubims were not ſeen by the People, and adored but once a- year 
by the High Prieſt: Here then we diſtinguiſh between the Idolatry ofthe 
Sight and the Mind; an Image ſeen 3s 1dolatry, but if covered, *tis none. So 
that to adore the Hoſt expoted, is Jdolatry; but in a Pix, *tis none, What 
Rubbiſh is here to ſtuff out fo weighty an Argument! 
But ifthey did not ſee their Images in the Ark, they. knew them to be | 
there, and of what Form they were, being deſcribed tothem by God him- | 
ſelf in their Law. Upon theſe Terms it ſeems a Blind Man can never be 
an Idolater; and if all the Romaniſts wovld ſhut their Eyes at convenient aw 
Times, they would quit themſelves of this black Accuſation, 
* - But the High Prieſt uſed this Solemnity only once a year. If it were 
Tdolarry, it was as unlawful once a year, as if done every day; and if law- J 
fully done but once a year, it was no /delatry: Its being feldom or fre- 
quent, makes no difference; it is either always Idolatry, or it is never ſo. 
And yet theſe little pretences are the laſt reſult of this great Argument; 
and when we have loaded the greateſt part of Chriſtendom with the fouleſt 
crime in the world,we think to make good the Accuſation by ſuch ſhame- 
leſs ſhifts and pretences as theſe ; for in theſe Trifles, the Diſpute, as to 
the Chernbim Images, ended; and yet the Clamour of /dolarry is kept up 
as High as ever to this very day. 
But what Images do the Roman Catholiques worſhip? Dothey worſhip 
any Image or Symbols of Falſe Gods, as the ſupreme Deities? If they do not 
then they are Innocent of the wortit part of idolatry. Or do they attempt 
to make a Similitude of the true God, or uncreated Divine Nature? That 
is the other part ot /dolarry, and the Scripture knows no more; therefore 
however ſuperſtirious they may be in their ule of Images. yet they cannot 
be guilty of /4»/arry, but upen one of theſe two accounts, which no Man 
was ever yet {> hardy as to charge upon that Church, 

Till therefore it be proved that they worſhip [mages of falſe Gods as the 
Supreme Deities, or that they worſhip the true God by Corporeal Image: and 
Repreſentations of his Divine Nature, there is no Footing for in

And as for the Invocaion of Saints, unleſs they worſhip them as the 
Supreme God, the Charge of Idolatry is an idle word, and the Adoration 
it ſelf that-is givEn to them as Saints, is a direCt Proteſtatian againſt Idola- | 
try,becaugiit ſuppoſes a Szperiour Deity,and that ſuppoſition cuts offrhe *®; 
very beiggdbt Idolatry. 

But to give an Account of their precarions Notions of /d»latry , and 
their more precarious way o- proving it, would ſwell to Volumes; and 
therefore at preſcat I ſhall diſmiſs the Argument, and ſhall only- obſerve 
what a Barbarous Thing it is to make the Zives, Fortunes and Liberties of 
the Engliſh Nobz{zry and Gentry to depend upon ſuch Trifles and Crudities, 
by remarking the unheard of and unparallePd Penalties that are annexed 
to ſo ſlender a Law , viz.
